JOHN ERICSSON—1803-1889. 


From an article prepared by the Editor of the Army and 
Navy Journal for Scribner’s Monthly (now the Century) 
and published April, 1879, we condense the account which 
follows of the eminent engineer, John Ericsson, whose 
death occurred March 8. Following it, we give illustrations 
of some of his works, which are here referred to. 

The ras | years of John Ericsson were spent 
among the hardy and industrious people who bring 
forth from the mines of Nordmark, Taberg, Pers- 
berg, and Langban more than one-fifth of the iron 
ore mined in Sweden. These iron mines are situ 
ated in the beautifal province of Wermland, in 
Central Sweden, midway between the capitals of 
the sister kingdoms of Sweden and Norway. In 
one of the many valleys formed by the sloping 
mountains of this beautiful region, John Ericsson 
was born. Among the earliest sounds that greeted 
his ears was the clash of the rude machinery with 
which the miners worked; among his earliest play- 
things were miniature machines and tools of his 
own contrivance. Before he was eleven years old, 
during the winter of 1813, John had produced a 
saw mill of ingenious construction, and had planned 
a pumping engine designed to clear the mines of 
water. 

Ericsson was appointed a cadet in the Swedish 
corps of mechanical engineers when he was twelve 
years old, was soon after promoted to nivelleur 
(leveller), and at the age of thirteen was put in 
charge of asection of the ship canal over which 
his friend, Coant Platen, presided. Six hundred of the 
royal troops, at work upon this section, looked for 
directions in their daily work to this child, amon 
whose necessary attendants was one who follow 
after him with the stool upon which he stood to 
raise himself to the height of his levelling instru- 
ments. The amusements of this boy engineer are 
indicated by his possession at the age of fifteen of 

a portfolio of drawings, made in his leisure mo- 
ments, giving maps of the most im t parts of 
the grand canal, 300 miles in length, and showing 
all the machinery and implements used in its con 
struction. 

His precocity was not due to any forcing process; 
it was the normal and healthy development of a 
mind with which the comprehension of mechanical 
—- is as instinctive as the perception of the 

armonies of color and form to Raphael, or those 
of musical expression to Beethoven. This quality 
of Ericsson’s mind is shown by the fact that, when 
a little later on, be was required to pass an exam- 
ination in geometry, it was discovered that he was 
so complete a master of geometrical principles, that 
he could, without having seen them, repeat all cor 
rectly written demonstrations of the text books. 

It is im this instinctive quality of his mind that 
we find, not only the secret of the extraordmary 
success that has attended Ericsson’s career of over 
60 years as an engineer, but the explanation of the 
many difficulties with which he has contended 
through life. His own mind reaches its conclusions 
by processes which make him utterly impatient of 
the slower methods of others; and it has been upon 
others, and they in authority, that he has to 
depend for the opportunity to work out his n- 
eeripg conceptions; conceptions which have associ- 
ated his name with more great and revolutionary 
changes in the departments of naval and mechanical 
engineering, than are to be ascribed to any other 


man. 
It has been his mission in more than one instance 


ful enthusiasm and determined purpose, and 


especially in the department of naval warfare, to 
compel a complete reversal of existing methods. 
He obliged naval officers to descend from the dig- 
nity of their quarter decks, and go tosea ‘“‘in a 
cheese box on a raft;” he persisted in making the 
propeller a success when the entire board of the 
British Admiralty, 1st Lord and all, had demon. 
strated that it would be impossible to steer a vessel 
propelled by a screw applied at the stern. He Las 
been the Jonah, crying through the streets of the 
great city of existing establishments, ‘“*Yet 40 days 
and Nineveh shall be overthrown.” We doubt not 
that those whose peace he has disturbed have wished 
him where Jonah was—in the whale's belly. 

Ericsson’s career in his native Sweden, though 
brief, was brilliant. From the position of an en- 
gineer upon the Gotha Canal he passed to that of 
an officer in the Army of Sweden, whence comes his 
title of “Captain.” The appointments of Govern- 
ment surveyors being offered to competitive exami- 
nation among the officers of the Army, Ericsson 
hastened to Stockholm from hisstation 1n the north- 
ern highlands and entered the lists. As might be 
expected, after his experience upon the canal, he 
easily bore away a prize from the examination. 
Detailed maps of 50 square miles of Swedish terri- 
tory, still on file at Stockholm, attest his skill and 
indnstry in this new employment. 
At this time, Ericsson turned his attention to ex 
periments with flame as a means of developing 
mechanical power. The interest in these experi- 
ments shown by his immediate superior in the 
Army, and the encouragement received from him, 
led to the invention of a flame engine. One was 
built which worked up to 10 Lorse power. its suc- 
cess turned Ericsson’s thoughts in a new direction, 
and he obtained leave of diane to visit England, 
where he sought a larger field for the introduction 
of his invention. His resignation from the Army 
was ed after some delay, but most reluct- 
antly, and not until he had received his promotion 
to captain. . 
Though Ericsson has uever returned to his native 
country it has always retained the {i st place in his 
affection, and has received substantial tokens of his 
regard. The motive machinery of the first 15-inch 
Swedish gunboat was, for example, built by 
Ericsson at his own cost and presented by him to 
the Swedish Government as the model for the ma- 
chinery of a fleet of gunboats of a novel design, to 
be mancuvered by hand independently of steam, 
and carrying stationary turrets. Sweden in her 
turn has delighted to honor her Cistinguished son. 
Various Swedish orders aud decorations have been 
conferred upon him and, besides a monument to the 
brothers Ericsson, a special one was erected in 1867 
in honor of John Ericsson alone. This monument is 
asimple granite shaft, 18 ft. high, standing di- 
rectly in front of the miner’s cottage once occupied 
by lus father, Olof Ericsson. It bears this inscrip- 
tion in golden letters: 

JOHN ERICSSON 

WAS BORN HERE IN 1803. 


The monument stands on an isthmus bet ween two 


lakes where it looks out on one side to the bluish 
mountains, casting 
and on the other side over a fine cultivated valley 
surrounded by green hills.

ERICSSON’S CAREER IN ENGLAND. 
Transferred to England in 1826, Ericsson carried 


thither little besides his inventive brain, his youth- 
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c*pacity for work which was in itself genius. For- 
tune did not attend his efforts to introduce his flame 
engine; the sea coal of England was a very differ- 
ent fuel from the pine shavings with which the 
flame engine had hitherto been fed, and it did not 
take kindly to its new diet. The coal produced so 
intense a heat as to burn out its viscera, so to 
speak: that is, to destroy its working parts. An 
entirely new series of experiments bad to be under- 
taken. They resulted finally in the completion of 
an engine which was patente] and sold to John 
Braithwaite. Further experiments, requiring time 
and money, were needed and some means had to be 
sought for turning the young engineer’s abilities to 
more s y account. The records of the Lon ion 
Patent Office show how rapidly his inventions suc- 
ceeded ench other, and a list of his engineering 
works during the thirteen years he spent in Eng- 
land, bears testimony to his achievements. Among 
these works were a pumping engine on a new prin- 
ciple; engines with surface condensers and no 
smoke stack, blowers supplying the draught, applied 
to the steamship Victory in 1828; and an engine 
consisting of a hollow drum which was rotated by 
the admission of steam, and continued to rotate for 
some hours after shuttiag off the steam, at the rate 
of 900 feet per second at the circumference, or the 
8 of London moving around the axis of the 
globe. Apparatus for making salt from brine; 
mechanism for propelling boats on canals; a vari- 
ety of motors actuated by steam or hot air; a hy- 
drostatie weighing machine to which the Society of 
Arts awarded a prize; an instrument now in exten- 
sive use for taking soundings independently of the 
length of the lead line; a file-eutting machine, and 
various others, are included in this list to the extent 
of some fourteen patented inventions and forty ma- 
chines, all novel in design. 

On board the Victory, the principle of condensing 
steam and returning the fresh water to the boiler, 
was first practically applied to navigation, and in 
the steam vessel Corsair, built at Liverpool in 1832, 
first appeared the centrifugal fan blowers now in 
use in most of the steam vessels in the United 
States. In a steam engine erected on the Regent’s 
Canal Basia in 1834 by Ericsson, steam was first 
super-heated, and in the King ‘William and 
Adelaide, locomotives, 1830, the link motion for 
reversing steam engines was first used, the so- 
called Stevenson link being a modification of this, 
the original link motion. 

Besides all these, Ericsson at this period first in- 
troduced into a locomotive built by him the prin- 
ciple of artificial draft, to which we are primarily 
indebted for the development of our modern railway 
system. 

As to the principle of artificial draught, Ericsson 
‘was undoubtedly the first to demonstrate the fal- 
lacy of the accepted doctrine that a certain extent 
of surface exposed to fire was necessary for the gen- 
eration of a given quantity of steam. The compact 
ness of construction which followed this demonstra- 
tion led to the employment of steam in ways not 
before deemed possible; as for example in the steam 
fire engine, with which Ericsson astonished London 
upon the oceasion of the burning of the Argyle 
Rooms in 1829, ‘‘ when for the first time fire was 
extinguished by the mechanical power of fire.” 

In January, 1840, the Mechanics’ Institute of 
New York offered its great gold medal for the best 
plan of a steam fire engine, and the prize was 
awarded to John Ericsson. 

In 1833 Ericsson first brought to public notice his 
caloric engine. In this he thought to develop the 
theory which has given principal direction to the 
studies of his life-time, viz., that heat is an agent 
which undergoes no change, and that only a small 
rtion of it disappears in exerting the mechanical 
‘orce developed by our steam-engines. Practical 
difficulties, relating to durability, developed them- 
selves, and the invention was laid aside, after one 
farther attempt in an engine of larger size. The 
endeavor to perfect this motive power was renewed 
when Ericsson removed to this country in 1839, 
Several caloric engines were built in succession, 
each larger than the other. Finally, an experi- 
mental engine was produced in 1851, which seemed 
to be a solution of the problem, and the caloric ship 
Ericsson, a vessel of 260 feet in length, was built at 
great expense. The result of the experiment is best 
tolé in Ericsson's own words: ‘‘ The ship after com- 
letion made a successful trip from New York to 
ashington and back, during the winter season; 
but the average speed at sea proving insufficient for 
commercial purposes, the owners, with regret, ac- 
ceded to my proposition to remove the costly 
machinery, although it had proved perfeci as a 
mechanical combination.” 
For the production of a small amount of power 
under special circumstances, the caloric engine has 
proved of great service. - Improvements in the 
steam-engine have diminished its value, but it Is 
still indispensable where water cannot be obtained: 
as, for instance, in generating the power ueeded in 
several of our light-houses. The thirty years of 
attention devoted to this engine has not been with- 
out purpose, and its designer has the credit of suc- 
ceeding in large measure, in a field where many 
other experiments have failed entirely, so far as 
producing practical results is concerned

No man accomplished more with steam than 
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Ericsson; yet he never ig org abandoned 
his early idea of empleying heat directly as a 
means of ——- mechanical power. The flame 
engine is among the curiosities of the past; the 
caloric engine, thongh a mechanical success—over 
3,000 of them having been built—has not accom- 
dlished all that was intended. From the attempts 
to find a substitute for, or an auxiliary of, steam, 
in heat artificially produced, Ericsson turned 
his attention to the problem of making direct use 
of the enormous dynamic force stored up in the 
= rays. 

The invention of the solar engine is only an in- 
cident of the thorough Seen into the _ 
stitution of the sun, to which Ericsson devoted 
years of his later life. In this investigation, his 
unbounded experience as a mechanical constructor 
enabled him readily to design the apparatus re- 
quired for his investigations and experiments 
nearly all of which is novel. For the mercury ther 
mometer Ericsson has substituted the ‘ barometric 
actinometer,” in which heat is measured by the 
expansion of air ina bulb inclosed in a receiver 
from which the air is exhausted. With this instru- 
ment the sun’s altitude and the intensity of its 
radiant heat can be observed simultaneously. 

The instrument constructed by Ericsson to solve 
the problem which the Italian astronomer had in 
vain grappled with for twenty years, is probably 
one of the most remarkable howe to physical 
science. 

In connection with his study of solar heat Erics- 
son has made some remarkable computations of the 
influences at work tending to retard the rotary mo- 
tion of the earth. ‘‘That the hand and intellect 
of man,” he says, ‘‘have caused a disturbance of 
the earth’s centre of gyration will be deemed a 
startling assertion, yet it cannet be controverted in 
view of the tollowing facts. The millions of tons 
ef matter contained in the pyramids, removed to a 
greater distance from the axis of rotation by the 
muscular exertion of the Egyptians, disturbed the 
previous balance of the rotaving mass, causing a 
tendency to check the earth’s rotary velocity and 
to increase the length of day. Nor can it be ques- 
tioned that if London had not been built, and if 
the building maierials of Paris yet remained in the 
catacombs, the sun would rise earlier than it now 
does, though the difference would be small beyond 
oe 

ing the surveys of the Mississippi by Gens. 
Humphreys and Abbot, of the Seah Dongs of 
the Army, as the basis of computation, Ericsson 
undertakes to show the extent of the retarding in- 
fluence produced by the solid and sedimentary mat- 
ter detached by the abrasion of rain-water, and 
afterwards conveyed by the currents of rivers 
nearer the equator, thus farther from the axis of 
rotation. The Mississippi alone it appears retards 
the rotation of the earth 36-100000 of a second in 
a century. ‘‘Independent of the counteracting 
force of the tidal wave (hitherto greatly overesti- 
mated), the retardimg energy called forth by the 
evaporation within the tropics and the consequent 
condensation and precipitation in the temperate 
zones, fully account for the retardation of the ro- 
tary velocity—twelve seconds in a century—in- 
ferred from the apparent acceleration of the moon’s 
mean motion.” 
_ This barely indicates the character of Ericsson’s 
investigations, in the course of which he expended 
not only many years of labor, but large sums of 
a oa ee apparatus needed for them. This

_ Preliminary to these inventions, and even more 
important, was the introduction of the screw pro 
peller, which we owe to Ericsson, and which has, 
during the past half-century, completely trans- 
formed the mercantile as well as the naval warine. 
With what must have since seemed to him very like 
temerity, he attacked his chiet enemy, prejudice, in its 
stronghold, and endeavored to persuade the most 
potent lords of the British Admiralty to adopt his 
invention. He built a boat eight feet by forty, of 
three feet draught, armed with two propellers of 
five feet three inches diameter. These carried her 
through the water at the rate of ten miles an hour, 
or seven miles an hour towing a schooner of 140 
on burthen.

HIS TRANSFER TO THE UNITED STATES. 


Confiding in Commodore Stockton’s assurances 
that the United States would try the propeller on a 
large scale, Ericsson closed his engagement in Eng- 
land in 1889, aud embarked for the United States. 
Determined to make good his assurances, Stockton 
besieged the authorities at Washington for permis- 
sion to build a steamer from Ericsson’s desigas and 
under his own superintendence. Two years’ delay 
and a change of administration intervened between 
his first attempt and the accomplishment of his 
purpose. The vessel ordered was the Princeton. 
She was completed in 1844, and under the date of 
Feb. 20 of that year, John Quincy Adams made the 
following entry in his diary: 

The House of Representatives yesterday adjourned over 
until to morrow on the motion of Isaac E. Holmes, member 
from South Carolina, for the avowed purpose of enabilin 
the members fo visit the Princeton, a war steamer and sail- 
ing vessel combined, with the steam machinery of Ericsson's 
propellers, all within the bull of the vessel and below the 
water line, and carrying twenty-four forty-two pound ear- 
ronades and on ber main deck two enormous wrought iron 
cannon, with barrels of fourteen inches diameter, charge- 
able with 40 los. of powder, and discharging a bali of 2 lbs.

So tragic an introduction was not needed to direct 
public attention to the Princeton. As Senator 
Mallory, of Florida, said from his seat in Con, 
in May, 1858, ‘ This vessel is the foundation of our 
present steam marine—is the foundation of the 
‘steam marine of the world.” Ericsson had placed 
the United States at the head of naval powers in 
the application of steam power to warfare. 

Whether or not Ericsson can, in a strict sense, 
have been said to have “‘invented” the screw, 
which was first introduced into naval constructions

vided honors of having built the first practical screw 
steamer, the first screw war ship, the first cupola 
(turret) vessel, belong to John Ericsson. 

Eriesson’s transter to the United States was worth 
a fleet to us, not only at the time, but again, at a 
more critical period of our history, when he placed 
us once more in the van of naval progress. No 
American, from whichever side of the border line 
he viewed the contest, can forget that dramatic 
scene when the little Monitor made its first appear- 
ance in Hampton Roads, on March 8, 1862. The 
incidents of that memorable contest, in which she 
took such timely part, have been too frequently 
told to be repeated oon 


SDVENT OF THE MONITOR, 


‘ For eight years the idea of the Monitor awaited 
its opportunity. That opportunity came when the 
necessities ot war led to the organization at the 
Navy Department of a board to determine upon 
designs for ironclads. This board consisted of 
Commodores Joseph Smith, Hiram Paulding and 
Charles H. Davis. The last survivor of this board, 
Hiram Paulding, died in the year 1878. Of this 
board Commodore Smith was president. With his 
previous experience of the waste of time and pa- 
tience required to accomplish anything at Washing- 
ton, Captain Ericsson, who is not, it must be said, 
like the man Moses, ‘‘ exceeding meek,” would not 
himself go to the capital to secure attention to his 
ideas. There were, associated with him, three men 
of practical experience, great energy and wealth, 
who had become interested in the Monitor and 
were determined that it should have atrial. One 
of these was Mr. C. S. Bushnell, of Connecticut. 
He went to Washington, but failed in the attempt 
to persuade the ironclad board that the designer of 
the Princeton was worthy of a hearing. Nothing 
remained except to induce Ericsson to visit Wash- 
ington in person and plead his own cause, with that 
rude but forcible eloquence which has seldom failed 


him in an emergency. To move him was only less! 


difficult than to convince the Navy Department 
without him. At last a subterfuge was adepted. 
Ericsson was given to understand that Mr. Bush- 
nell’s reception at Washington had been satisfactory 
and that nothing remained but for him togoon anc 
complete the details of a contract for one of his 
vessels. Presenting himself before the board, what 
was his astonishment to find that he was not only 
an unexpected but apparently an unwelcome vis- 
itor. It was evident that the board were asking 
themselves what could have brought him thera. He 
was not left long in doubt as to the meaning of 
this reception. To his indignation, as well as his 
astonishment, he was informed that the plan of a 
vessel submitted by him had already been rejected. 
The first impulse was to withdraw at once. Master- 
ing his anger, however, he stopped to inquire the 
reason for the determination of the board. The 
vessel had not sufficient stability, Commodore Smith 
explained; in fact, it would upset and place her 
crew in the inconvenient and undesirable position 
of submarine divers. Now if there is anything 
which especially distinguishes the Monitor, with its 
low free. d, it is the peculiarity which it has in 
common with the raft it resembles—its inability to 
upset. In a most earnest and lucid argument, 
Captain Ericsson proceeded to explain this. Per- 
ceiving that his explanation had its effect, and his 
blood being well warmed by this time, he ended by 
declaring to the board with great earnestness : 
‘*Gentlemen, after what I have said, I consider it

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to be your duty to the country to give me an order 
to build the vessel before I leave this room.” 

Withdrawing to one corner, the board consulted 
together and invited Captain Ericsson to call again 
atone o’clock. Promptly at the hour named he 
appeared at the Navy rtment. In the board- 
room he found Commodore Paulding alone. The 
commodore received him in the most friendly 
manner, invited him into his private office, ana 
asked that he would repeat the explanation of the 
morning as to the stability of the vessel. Between 
the two interviews Ericsson had found time to make 
at his hotel a diagram presenting the question of 
stability ina form easily understood. With this 
diagram he repeated his previous demonstration. 
Oomm«dore, afterwards Admiral, Paulding was 
thorougbly convinced, and wito a frankness which 
did him great credit, said: ‘‘Sir, I have learnt 
more about the stability of a vessel from what you 
have now said than all I knew before.” 

This interview ended with a request to call again at 
three o’clock. Calling at three Ericsson was at once 
invited to pass into the room of Secretary Welles. 
Here, without further parley, the secretary informed 
him taat the board now favorably reported upon his 

lan of a vessel, and wished him to return to New 

ork and commence work upon it at once. The 
contract would be sent ou for signature. Before 
this contract was received, the keel-plates fer the 
first Monitor had passed through the rolling-mill. 
When the contract came, it was found to contain a 
stipulation that Ericsson had not expected. If the 
vessel proved vulnerable, the money advanced by 
the Navy Department from time to time was to be 
refunded. Such a guarantee was, perhaps, needed 
to restrain within limits too eathusiastic inventors, 
but it was certainly a hard condition, and one 
which Eticsson, after his experience with the 
Princeton, would not have been disposed to ac- 
cept, had he known of it in advance. 

Thus it bappened that the vessel which saved 
the honor of the Government, perhaps changed the 
issue of the war, belonged, not to the Government, 
but to a private individual, and one who, patriotism 
apart, had good reason to feel anything but well- 
disposed to that Government. The last instalment 
of money had not been paid on the Monitor when 
she fought her battle with the Merrimack ; and 
had this vessel, hastily put together in one hundred 
days, failed to stand the crucial test to which she

The results obtained in that contest in Hampton 
Roads would, as Capt. Ericsson contends, have 
been still greater had his suggestion as to the arma- 
ment of the vessel been lis:ened to. He urged that 
he should be allowed to build 12-inch guns for her 
instead of the 11-inch. With a smile of superior 
knowledge he was told that larger guns were not 
needed. Hy» asked that he might be allowed to use 
30 pounds of powder instead of the Service charge 
of 15 pounds, but he could not obtain the consent 
of the Chief of Ordnance, Capt. Wise. Thus the 
Merrimack might, as he thinks, have been sunk side 
by side with the Cumberland with a single well 
directed shot from a gun of heavier calibre fired 
with a maximum cbarge of powder. It is to be re 
membered, however, that the possibilities of heavy 
ordnance were only then beginning to be understood 
and are yet in process of development. At all events 
the Merrimack was sufficiently damaged to have no 
further relish for an encounter with the Monitor. 
She never ventured on another assault and soon 
after ended her days less nobly than she might have 
done by becoming a felo de se 

The monitors were speedily adopted by Erivsson’s 
native country, Sweden, by Norway, and by Russia. 
England, with stubborn incredulity, long refused to 
believe that there was anything worthy of accept- 
ance in this latest Yankee notion. It was not until 
the double turreted monitor Miantonomoh pre- 
sented herself in English waters, in the summer of 
1866—more tban four years after the appearance of 
the original Monitor in Hampton Roads—that Brit- 
ish public opinion finally yielded. Then something 
like a panic seized upon it. ‘‘ The plain trath is,” 
exclaimed the Times, ‘* the United States alone, 
among the nations of the earth, have an ironclad 
fleet worthy of the name.” The appearance of the 
Miantonomoh was described ‘‘as a portentous 
Spectacle.” ‘* Round the fearfal invention,” as 
the unhappy Englishmen were told, ‘‘ were moored 
scores of big ships, forming a considerable portion 
of the navy of that great maritime power, and there 
was not one of them that the foreigner could not 
have sent tothe bottom in five minutes, had his 
mind not been peaceful. There was not one of these 
big ships that could have avenged the loss of its 
companions, or saved itself froma like fate. In 
fact, the wolf was in the fold, and the whole flock 
was at its mercy.” 

The Destroyer, built at Uapt. Ericsson’s own 
expense, costing about; $50,000, is now complete 
and ready for service. The object of its construc- 
tion was to overcome the existing defect in mova- 
ble torpedoes—the difficulty of guiding them. 

The Destroyer, instead of being an automaton 
torpedo left to its own uncertain guidance, is a swift 
ironclad vessel, manned and directed by a sufficient 
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crew, and excelling in speed any of the heavy arm- 
ored vessels afloat. It does not seek concealment, 
but trusts to its invulnerability and speed. Both 
ends are alike, so that, having discharged the tor- 
pedo, the Destroyer is able to steam away at full 
speed by simply reversing its engines. 

The unimpaired vigor of body and mind which 
distinguished Capt. Ericsson at the age of seventy- 
six is illustrated by the fact that all the working 
drawings of the Destroyer were made, as was cus- 
tomary with him, by his own hand, bis assistant 
merely tracing these drawings for the use of the 
workman. 

When we remember that John Ericsson was a 
competitor with Stephenson in that far-away 
period shen the steam locomotive made its first 
essays in England, we realize the impossibility of 
giving any adequate idea of such a career as his 
within the limits of this article. No more has 
been undertaken here than the briefest possible 
description of works, the value and importance of 
which are most readily understood. Although 
tbese works are usually referred to as inventions, it 
should be remembered that Capt. Ericsson objected, 
and with reason, to the title of inventor, a designa- 
tion more properly belonging to men endowed with 
fertile geniu3 but lacking rudimental knowledge, 
and in most cases ignorant of the first principle of 
mechanics. Ericsson’s knowledge, ou tge contrary, 
embraced the entire range of mechanical philoso- 
phy. He was also a profound geometrician, and 

greater practical experience as a mechani- 
cal constructor than any living man. 


Of the purely personal history of a man like Cap- 
tain Ericsson who devoted to labor all the time not 
occupied with eating and sleeping, little is to be 
told. Noone could more completely identify him- 
self with bis works; and this man, whose name is 
intimately associated with the world’s most vital 
material interests, was as far removed from its 
every-day concerns as the hermit in his cell. His 
whole thought was absorbed with his scientific and 
mechanical studies, and he never left the roomy 
old house in Beach street, New York, which was at 
once his dormitory, and bis work-shop, except for 
exercise or on some imperative errand of business. 
Social recreation he bad none. He accepted no in- 
vitations and gave none; his only visitors were 
those who had business with him. His time 
was divided according to rigid rules, whicu made 
the most of the 24hours. This is explained by the 
fact that, after be was forty years of age, Cap- 
tain Ericsson followed the most exacting rules of 
temperance in eating as well as in drinking. 

One day to bim was like another, so far aa its 
routine was concerned, and this was the routine : 
be was called at twenty minutes before seven, sum. 
mer and winter, and rose punctually at seven. On 
rising, be rubbed his skin thoroughly with dry 
towels, previous to a vigorons scouring with cold 
water, crushed ice being added to the water in sum- 
mer. Gymnastic exercises tollow before dressing. 
At nine o’clock a frugal breakfast was taken, con- 
sisting of eggs, tea, and coarse crown bread. At 
half past four he dined, his dinner never varying 
from chops or steak, a few vegetables, and brown 
bread and tea again. With the exception of tea, 
his only beverage was ice-water, and this was par- 
taken of without stint. Tobacco was never 
touched in any form, and no dissipation whatever 
in the way of eating and drinking was allowed 
under any eircumstances to vary this anchorite 
routine. 

The hours from dinner time, until ten at night 
were usually devoted to work, and from ten until 
twelve Captain Ericsson sought exercise in the open 
air. During working hours his time was divided 
between the drawing-table and the writing desk. 
The =~ labors concluded with a record of its 
events in a diary, which has one page devoted to 
each day, never more and never less. This diary 
was written chiefly in Swedish. 

Captain Ericsson was a widower and childless. 

We may add here that the honors and decorations 
confer zpon Ericsson were almost too numerous 
for mevtion. In the Swedish Army he was an Ko- 
gineer Cadet in 1815, at the age of twelve years; 
* Niveleur,” 1816; Ensign, 1820; Lieutenant, 1824; 
Captain, 1827. He was an honorary member of the 
Franklin Institute; Royal Military Academies of 
Sciences of Stockholm and of Sweden; Society of 
Man-of-War's men and the Society of Workmen, 
Sweden; Royal Scientific oe psala; Physio- 
logical Society, Lund ; Society of Practical Kngineer- 
ing, New York; Society of Sciences, Goteborg; 
American Societies of Civil Engineers,and of Mechan- 
ical Engineers; the Chamber of Commerce and Union 
League and various bistorical societies. He received 
the degree of LL. D. from Wesleyan University and 
Pb. D. from the Swedish University of Lund; the 
thanks of Congress, of the New York Legislature, of 
the Swedish Parliament. He was awarded gold 
medals by the N. Y. Mechanics lostitute, the Rum- 
ford gold and silver medals, the gold medal of the 
Swedish Society of lronmasters, a gold medal by the 
Emperor of Austria. He was a Knight of the Order 
of Wasa; a Knight Commander of the Royal Order 
of the North star; Commander of the Order of 
Saint Olaf; Knight Commander, first class, Order 
of Dapneborg; Knight of the Grand Cross of the 
Order of Naval Merit, conferred by King Alphonse 
of Spain. The decorations of these various Orders 
were among his possessions. He was seldom known 
to use these titles. To all he was simply John Erics- 
son, Engineer, or as he preferred to be called, Capt. 
John Ericsson, late of his swedish Majesty's Service.

DECISION IN THE WATSON CASE. 


SUPREME COURT OF THE UNITED STATES.—OCTOBER 
TERM, 1888. 


The United States, appellant, vs. Malbone F. Wat- 
Th ee from the Court of Claims—[{March 


J 


Mr. Justice Lamar delivered the opinion of the 
court. 

On February 24, 1886, the appellee, Malbone F. 
Watson, filed his petition in the Court of Claims, in 
substance, as follows: 

Claimant entered the United States Military 
ow, asacadet July 1, 1856; was appointed a 
second lieutenant of cavalry, May 6, 1861; first lieu- 
tenant of artillery, May 14, 1861; captain, March 9, 
1866; retired from active service tor loss of his rigbt 
leg from wound received in line of duty, Sept. 18, 
1868. In computing his service for longevity pay he 
claims to be entitled to count his time as a cadet 
under the acts of July 5, 1833, 5 Stat., 256; March 2, 

867, Sec. 9, 14 Sttt., 423; July 15, 1870, Rev. Stat., 1262. 
By so crediting his service, claimant alleges there is 
due to him at the time of filing his petition the sum 
of $2,611.10. 

To this petition the United States filed a general 
demurrer, which was sustained as to that part of 
the claim accruing six years before the filing of the 
petition, avd overruled as to the rest of it, without 
prejudice. The court Seago rendered judgment 
in favor of claimant for $126.22. The United States 
appealed. / ” 

The ground upon which this judgment rests is, 
that the time of the service of the claimant asa 
cadet in the Military Academy at West Point is to 
be regarded asa part of the time he served in the 
Army within the meaning of the act of July 5, 1838, 
and should be counted in computing his longevity 
pay under that act; and that he is entitied to re- 
ceive so much of the amount thereon thus com- 
yates as is not barred by the Statute of Limitations. 

he provisions of the acts of Congress, relied upon 
as the foundation of the claim of the appellee, are as 
follows : : 

Sec. 15, act of July, 1838. 

Sec. 9, act of March 2, 1867. 

Act of July 15, 1870, Sec. 1262, Rev. Stat. 

That cadets at West Point were always part of the 
Army, and that service as a cadet was always actual 
servicein the Army, has been settled by the decision 
of this court in the case of United States v. Morton 
(112 U.S., 1), in which a question almost identical 
with the one pow before us was presented for con- 
sideration. in that case, Morton, the claimant, had 
entered the United States Military Academy at 
West Point as a cadet, July 1, 1865, nad craduated 
therefrom June 15, 1869, and bad served in the Army 
as a commissioned officer from that date until March 

In computing his service pay the account- 
ing officers did not allow him credit for the time he 
had been a cadet at West Point as part of his time 
of service in the Arm y; and heaccordingly brought 
suit in the Court of Claims under the acts of Feb. 
24, 1881, and June 30, 1882, 21 Stat., 346, and 22 Stat., 
118, respectively. These acts, among other things, 

rovided that: ‘“ Additional pay to officers for 

ength of service, to be paid with their current 
monthly pay, and the actual time of service in the 
Army or Navy, or both, shall be allowed all officers 
in computing their pay.”’ The Court of Claims ren- 
dered judgment in favor of the claimant, which, on 
an appeal prosecuted on behalf of the United States, 
was affirmed by this court. In the opinion of the 
court it was stated tbat “the only question for de- 
cision is, whether the time of service as a cadet is to 
be regarded as ‘actual time of service in the 
Army.’” The court, after an elaborate examina- 
tion and discussion of the laws bearing thereon and 
haying relation thereto, answered that question in 
the affirmative, and said: 

From this review of the statutes, it cannot be doubted 
that, betore the passa of the Act of July 28, 1866 (now 
Sec. 1004, Rev. Stat., which in so many words classes the 
cadets at West Point as a part of the Army of the United 
States), as well as afterwards, the corps of cadets of the 
Military Academy was a part of the Army of the United 
States, and a person serving as a cadet was serving in the 

rmy. . . . The practical construction of the require- 
ment of the act of 1838, that the cadet should engage to 
serve foreight years, shown by the fact that the form of 
the engagement in this case was to “serve in the Army of 
the United States for eigh. years,” is a circumstance of 
weight to show that the Government, trom the beginning, 
treated the plaintiff as serving in the Army. The service 
for which he engaged began on July 1, 1 and the eight 
years ran from that time. That being his status, the acts of 
1881 and 1882, in speaking of “actual time of service in the 
Army,” cover the time of his service as a cadet. . . . 
Under the statutes involved in the present case, a cadet at 
West Point is serving in the Army as fully as an officer re- 
tired from active service is serving in the Army, under the 
the statutes which apply to him, so far as the question of 
longevity pay is concerned. 

More direct and emphatic language could not be 
used to support the contention of the claimant in 
this case. The words “actual time of service in the 
Army,” as used in the Act of February 24, 1881, are 
not more expressive of cadet service at West Point, 
than are the words ‘for every five years he may 
have served orshall servein the Army of the United 
States,” as used in the Act of July 5, 1888. They 
both mean the same kind of service; and we are 
of the opinion that such service should be reckoned 
in computing longevity pay prior, as well as subse- 
quent, to the Act of February 24, 1881. 

We also concur with the Court of Claims, that in 
this case there can be no recovery for any part of 
the claim that accrued prior to February 24, 1880, 
the day when the bar of the statute of limitations 
took effect. Rev. Stat., Sec. 1069. The claim sued on 
is valid as to that part of it which accrued after 
gs - — .

LATEST FROM SAMOA. 


A caBLe from Auckland, N. Z., March 14, 1889, 
states that advices just received from Samoa show 
that there was no basis for the sensational rumor 
of an engagement between the United States man- 
of-war Nipsic and the German corvette Olga, Far 
from this, the German officials on the island have 
entirely given up their aggressive policy. The pro- 
clamation of martia] Jaw has been publicly with- 
drawn. and the Germans have abandoned all claim 
tothe right of searching incoming vessels for con- 
traband of war. Both these steps have met with the 
hearty approval of all foreign residents at Apia, and 
have had a quieting effect. Unusual tranquillity 
prevails throughout the island. Mataafa, however, 
has a force of troops estimated to be six thousand 
strong. Tamasese’s army consists of about seven 
hundred men. The men-of-war, both German and 
American, still remain at Apia, ready for any emer- 
gency that may arise.

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THE commission, Commodore McCann, president, 
appointed to select a site for a navy-yard on the 
Southern coast, left Washington.

JOHN ERICSSON. 

THE biography of the late John Ericsson which 
is recognized as the most complete, is that from 
which we make extracts this week. It was pre- 
pared by the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal, 
at the request of the editor of the Century Maga 
zine, and published in the number of that 
periodical, then known as Scribner’s Monthly, 
for April, 1879. Though Ericsson had no hand in 
its preparation, was, indeed, at first disposed to dis- 
courage its publication, in the end he gave it his 
unqualified approval, as will be seen from the mem- 


oranda here quoted. 

(L.) Propriety forbids my noticing the high com- 
pliments contained in Col. Church’s singularly well 
written article, in Scribner's for April. Silent gra- 
titude. bowever, isin order. 

(2.) The extracts published in the Army and Navy 
Journal are exceedingly judicious. 

(3. The statement tbat the solar engine is not in- 
tended to supersede “Solar energy gathered dur- 
ing the carboniferous period’ is an admirable way 
of presenting my scheme. It saves me from criti- 
cism to which 1 have frequently been exposed. 

(4.) The account of the first application of wy 
propeller in America, through Ogden and Stockton, 
is adroit and very telling. It kills Thurston's ab- 
surd claim ino favor of cid Stevens. 

(5.) “The story of the Princeton” is told so well 
that the nautical world will no longer question my 
claim to be the originator of the screw- propelled 
ships of war; my gratitude on this point alone is 
unbounded. 

(6.) The truth being at last told by Col. Church, 
“how the Monitor came to be constructed” places 


me under the deepest obligations to him. 
(Signed) J. Ericsson. 


New York, Marcu 24, 1879. 

Captain Ericsson was, as a rule, very unwilling to 
furnish information concerning himself, and a 
short time previous to his death he ordered the 
destruction of a series of diaries which he had kept 
for nearly fifty years, and in which he had entered 
a page of memoranda each day, with the sule ex- 
ception of twenty days in 1856, when he was suf- 
fering from the loss of a finger, crushed by machin- 
ery. He departed from his usual custom, 1m allow- 
ing material in his possession to be used for this 
article, and its statements concerning bis history 
can be accepted as authentic, so far as his testi- 
mony can make them so. 

We do not overlook the controversies which have 
arisen, concerning the exact degree of credit to be 
awarded to Ericsson for some of the engineering 
novelties with which his name and fame are asso- 
ciated, and these are alluded to in his memoranda, 
given above as Ericsson wrote them. It is, how- 
ever, always to be remembered, in considering these 
controversies, that Ericsson did not claim the title 
of inventor ; indeed, it was one of which he was 
very impatient. He was an engineer, and his skill 
consisted in working out to practical conclusion, 
in forms of metallic construction, conceptions, the 
origin of which he, perhaps, did not himself stop to 
consider. What does it matter whether or not 
Timby had the idea of the monitor turret before or 
after Ericsson? It was unquestiozably Ericsson 
who, under the inspiration of that idea, wrought 
the thunderbolt which was launched against the 
Naval establishments of the world with such telling 
effect, and which destroyed in an hour the rising 
hopes of the Confederacy—for the defeat of the Mer- 
rimack was only part of what was accomplished on 
that memorable day in Hampton Roads, when the 
hope of foreign intervention and alliance disappeared 
in the smoke of the Monitor’s guns. The star of 
America, thanks to the genius of Ericsson, was in the 
ascendant, and to the support of his adopted coun- 
try gathered the mighty forces of confidence 1n 
her destiny. 

Again, when Ericsson at an earlier date 
revolutionized navigation by the introduction 
of the screw, and completely transformed Naval 
warfare under steam, by what John Quincy Adams 
called a ‘*gimerack of sundry inventions,” of what 
concern was it that the owners of undeveloped sug- 
gestions should strive to share the credit with him ‘ 
That Ericsson was, in any critical sense, the appro- 
priator of other men’s labors i: not true. He 
wrought out his results by the sheer force of a 
mighty personality; 1s the god Ther of his native 
hills crushed the mountains with his hammer, 
Mjélnir. His personal peculiarities aad eccentrici- 
ties are buried with him; the labors he bas wrought 
will endure. Nor was he so peculiar as he had 
the reputation of being with those who knew him 
but little or not at all. He had dedicated himself 
to Accomplishment with a sort of religious fervor, 
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and everything was sacrificed to his one purpose of | eral organizations of the Army are liable at all | quires no legislation to make it operative, and once 


continuous labor—comfort, enjoyment, and even 
friendship. Yet his heart was a tender one, and 
not only the manner but the spirit in which he 
provided for those who were dependent upon him 
bears witness to this, as do innumerable kindly 
deeds of which the world knows nothing. If the 
history of the checks, drawn by his hand ‘ to 
bearer,” could be traced, it would be learned how 
rarely those who sought his help were turned away 
unsatisfied.

The death of his friend, Mr. Delamater, was 
a severe blow to Ericsson, and to it as an 
immediate cause those about him ascribe his own 
death. They had worked together, and consulted 
together for so many years that Ericsson felt that 
his right arm was taken from him; an anxiety aud 
sleeplessness to which be was wholly unaccustomed 
took possession of him, and hastened the work of 
the disease which had been undermining his con- 
stitution for some nine years. He was accustomed 
to recline when fatigued upon a hard bench near 
his drawing table, and put under his head for a 
pillow the wooden box he used to elevate the seat 
upon while he sat. More and more frequently he 
was compelled to stretch himself upon this anchor- 
ite’s couch, until finally, yielding to persistent en- 
treaties, he suffered himself to be removed to the 
bed from which he never again rose. 








TRAINING FOR FIELD SERVICE. 


WE have not stopped to discuss the recent series 
of General Orders from the War Departmen* intro- 
ducing radical changes into the Service, as they 
spoke for themselves. Asa whole, they establish as 
the fixed law of the military service, methods for 
which we have long contended, and we may reason- 
ably felicitate ourselves upon results following now, 
as they have followed heretofore, upon the agitation 
in our columns of matters of concern to the best ia- 
terests of the Army. Their appearance shows 
that a new spirit controls the War Office since Gen- 
eral Schofield was transferred to Washington, and 
we may look for further improvements under his 
regime. One trouble with our Army, as results 
show, has heen that it was overweighted with 
war service and war reputations. General Schofield 
is entitled to credit for the capacity he has shown 
to rise superior to a distinguished reputation, and to 
deal with the Army as he actually finds it. It is 
changing every hour, and, however the change may 
be regretted by some, it is for new men, new ideas 
and new necessities that we must prepare. To 
maintain in ourselves the capacity to deal with the 
generations as they come and go is to drink of the 
fountain of perpetual youth. An Army before all 
things must be instinct with life and vitality, and 
while we never advocate change for the sake of 
change, neitber is it well to oppose it simply because 
it is change. 

Commending, therefore, as a whole, what has 
been already done we turn from the contemplation 
of this to consider what lies beyond. It is always 
to be remembered that, in its capacity as the Police 
Force of the nation, if in no other capacity, the 
Army 1s liable at any moment to be called upon for 
field service. Hence it is of the first importance 
that it should be always ready and efficient. It is 
now sufficiently well drilled and perhaps sufficiently 
well instructed in the various specialties for which 
recent instructions provide, but has it sufficient edu- 
cation in the real life of a soldier in the field ? How 
much does the Army really know by experience of 
marching, camping and campaigning? Admitting 
the full value of the several specialties in which 
the Army receives instruction, is there not good 
reason for saying—‘‘ these ought ye to have done 
and not leave the other undone ?” 

A good staff officer is necessarily a specialist, and 
his ambition is to make special improvement in 
the special branch of instruction of which he has 
charge. So far this is laudable, even admirable, 


but when each is granted more time and more in- 
struction in his specialty without care or considera. 
tion for instruction and education in other branches 
equally important, there is danger that positive in- 
jury to the Service may result from this most laud- 





able zeal for special lines of instruction; The sev- r 


times to be called into the field for an indefinite 
period, and may be required at a moment's notice 
to make long marches and to livein tent or bivouac. 
We should, therefore, give the first place to instruc- 
tion in these branches of military duty, thus secur- 
ing to each soldier the knowledge most of all im- 
portant to him—the knowledge of the art of taking 
care of himself. 

Since General Schofield assumed command, the 
War Department, taking tardy example of some of 
the Department Commanders, has issued G. O. No. 
105, series of 1888. But this is not enough, for 
the insufficient appropriations, or some other 
cause, may entirely prevent concentration, and it 
is not best, nor is it necessary, to make this 
most valuable instruction dependent upon the 
assembling in one camp of a large force. 
Each post commander should be directed to 
take or send out during the proper season one- 
half of his command at a time, for a march of at 
least a month, during the whole of which time the 
command must be handled as if in the immediate 
presence of anenemy. The use of advance or rear 
guards as flankers, of skirmish lines, the attack of 
positions in front or flank, the defence of a bridge, 
or defile in the rear—all will be realistic object 
lessons, fixing themselves indelibly on the mind or 
memory of both officers and men. For thorough 
instruction, giving opportunity for alternating 
the companies in the various manoeuvres, these 
marching columns should be composed of not less 
than four companies. To accomplish this end, 
companies garrisoning small posts should be sent 
by rail to the larger posts to take part in their 
march; and in every case the marching columns 
should be commanded by a field officer. The posts 
in civilization are, as arule, very poorly supplied 
with means of transportation. Wagons or teams 
for transport of good tentage and baggage must be 
hired, Oamping places must be selected before- 
hand, for generally the ground must be hired. 
Contracts for fuel and forage must be made for 
each camp, etc.; but these difficulties, however 
apparently serious, amount to no more than expe 
rience and valuable instruction to the quarter- 
master. Besides, an order for a month’s march, 
with all the concomitants of an active campaign, 
will soon determine who of our officers are ready 
torespond when the emergency demands prompt 
action. For all others a plece should be made upon 
the retired list. 








In a communication to the Secretary of War, 
which appears elsewhere, the Adjutant-General of 
the Army makes the excellent suggestion tbat the 
** persons in civil lite” selected for officers of the 
Army should in all cases be officers of the National 
Guard, who can successfully pass prescribed mental 
and physical examination, this examination to be 
competitive among the applicants in each State- 
The adoption of this suggestion will make our sys- 
tem of selecting officers for the Army complete, in 
theory at least, and if our Army is not well officered 
the responsibility will rest with the establishment 
itself. We now have the sifting process of West 
Point training for one class of officers, that of ser- 
vice in the ranks, under the eye of trained soldiers, 
for another class, and when the door of promiscu 
ous introduction to the service of influential civil- 
ians is shut, the possibility of adding the names of 
unfit men to the Army roster will be reduced to 
the minimum. We are not among the superstitious 
believers in the fetish of examination, but we do 
not doubt that a process of selection might be ap- 
plied to our bright young men in the State service 
which would result in the eddition of some very 
choice material to the Army. Aside from this, it 
would bring the Army into sympathetic association 
with the National Guard, and through them with 
the people. Like the hero of Grecian mythology, 
the Army must renew its strength by contact with 
the soil from which it sprang, and the more constant 
that contact the more vigorous its vitality. It can 
never maintain itself in this country without popu- 
lar approval, and there are legitimate ways of jus- 
tifying itself to public appreciation without sacrifice 
of dignity or efficiency, and without yielding any- 
thing of the high traditions of the service. One of 
these is that suggested by General Drum. It re- 





put into practice we shall have taken another step 
iv the direction of the change toa three battalion 
organization, which is unquestionably needed, and 
which only requires popular support to secure its 
adoption. We bave hopes for the future of the 
Army, just in proportion as we find a liberal spirit 
controlling its administration. 








WE give elsewhere the decision of the U. 8. Su} 
preme Court in the well known longevity pay case 
of Captain Malbone F. Watson, which has been 
awaited with somuch anxiety. Every graduate of 
the Military Academy since 1838 is, according to 
this decision, entitled in computiug his service pay 
to credit for the time he served as a cadet. Those 
who have graduated since 1881 have already re- 
ceived their pay under the Morton decision. The 
language of the Court in the present case, with 
reference to the Statute of Limitations, is not quite 
clear, and itis feared that it may shut out claims 
accruing prior to February 24, 1880. It is the 
opinion, however, of several officials in the Audi- 
tor’s and Comptroller’s offices with whom a JOURNAL 
correspondent has consulted, that this limitation 
can only apply to Watson’s claim, and claims filed 
in the Court of Claims at the same time. The 
Statute of Limitations applies only to the Court of 
Claims, and though the accounting officers might 
refuse to certify claims to Congress and compel 
them to then to go to this court, this is contrary to 
all precedent. The chief danger is from the re- 
fusal of Congress to make the necessary appropria- 
tion, which is estimated at a million dollars. It is 
to be remembered that Congress has recently ap- 
plied the Statute of Limitations to a batch of 
Navy claims, but this was under the lead of ex 
Secretary Chandler. 

The custom of the accounting officers, however, 
has always been to follow the dictum of the Su- 
preme Court, and thus far there is no indication 
that the rule will be departed from. {n view of 
the importance of tbe case, some weeks will proba- 
bly elapse before the accounting officers will take any 
steps towards the settlement of the claims, a great 
number of which have already been filed. The 
present Second Auditor and Second Comptroller will 
probably leave it to their successors, soon to be 
appointed, to give the first official interpretation of 
the Court’s decision. 








THE Board on Ordnance and Fortifications recon- 
venei at the War Department on Tuesday last, 
General Schofield presiding. Since their organiza- 
tion they have visited the principal Atlantic sea- 
ports, have examined many plans for defence, and 
have received reports on the subject of gun car- 
riages from Lieutenant W. Crozier, O. D., who bas 
sent abroad to investigate into this subject, and 
whose work has been interfered with by illness. It 
is intended to procure specimen carriages from 
abroad and to invite home manufacturers to a com- 
parative test of gun carriages. Lieutenant F. E, 
Hobbs, O. D., has also reported upon the improved 
methods of producing steel which he has sent 
abroad to investigate. 








From the Pacific Coast an officer of the Revenue 
Marine Service writes us as follows: ‘‘All the offi- 
cers on the Walcott, and we are informed by letters 
that all the officers on the Pacific Coast are in favor 
of the transfer of the Revenue Marine to the Navy 
Department, as per Chandler's bill 8,924, and 
have written to their friends to work for it, as we 
believe it is for the good of both officers and men 
that the bill should pass. We are indebted to you 
for much good done the Service through the Jour- 
NAL, and trust that you will help us to hasten the 
transfer of the Revenue Marine to the Navy De- 
partment.” 








SECRETARY TRACY has sent a telegram to the Com- 
mandant of the Navy-yard, Mare Island, Cal., de- 
siring to be informed as to the earliest possible date 
at which the Jroquois and Adams can be in condi- 
tion for sea service. it is understood that both 
ships can be made ready iu about forty days, and 
work has been ordered started at once. This service, 
it is stated, will not last over three months, and the 
burried preparation of these two ships is due, it is 
thought in Navy circles, to the recently rumored 
troubles in Samoa. 
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RECORDS OF THE REBELLION. 


One of the matters of importance requiring the 
early attention of Secretary Proctor is the app»int- 
ment of the board to continue the publication of the 
Rebellion records, for which provision was made ia 
the recent sundry civil act. This board is to be 
composed of one Army officer and two civilian ex- 
perts, the salaries of the latter to be fixed by the 
Secretary of War, aud paid for out of the appropria- 
tion of $100,000 provided in the same bill forcontinu- 
ing the work. As to the Army member of the board 
the presumption is that Colonel Lazelle, who advo- 
eated strongly the legislation for civilian experts, 
will receive that appointment, though the whole 
matter will probably be a subject for Cabinet dis- 
cussion before any conclusion is reached, notwith- 
standing that the appropriation for the publication 
has been increased from $45,000 to $100,009. This 
amount, with the exception of the salaries to be 
paid the civilian experts, is intended entirely for 
printing. Should an increase of clerks be allowed 
next Congress, it is believed that the work could 
still be completed within the five years required by 
the recent act- At the present rate of progress it 
will take about fifteen years to complete the work. 
but with sufficient force itis believed that the last 
volume could be put to press within three 
years. Up to the present time 28 volumes, compris- 
ing 44 books, have been published. The whole work 
when finished, it is estimated, will cover about 75 
volumes, comprising in the neighborhood of 100 
books. In his recent testimony before the House 
Military Committee, Mr. Kirkley stated that the 
work in type covered the history of the War for the 
Atlantic Coast up to the end of 1863; for the Army 
of the Potomac and operations in the Eastern sec- 
tions of the country up to Aug. 1, 1863; for the 
trans: Mississippi to the end of 1863, and for the ope- 
rations over the Southwest to the summer of 1563. 
A number of pames are suggested for the civiJian 
members of the Board, among them thoze of Mr. 
Joseph W. Kirkley, Chief of the Records Division 
of the Adjutant-General's Office, Mr. John 8. 
Muody, chief clerk of the War Records Office, and 
Col. John P. Nicholson, Recorder of the Command- 
ery-in-Chief of the Military Order, who for twenty 
years bas made the War of the Rebellion his study, 
and has one of the largest libraries on that subject 
in existence, exceeding by many thousand volumes 
any public library in this country relating to the 
War of 1861 1865. 








THE third great change in the European system of 
fortification since the Roman era is now in progress 
abroad. Theinventiov of gunpowder necessitated 
the first, the second followed the invention of ritled 
guns and the promised introduction of bigh explo- 
sives calls for the third. Lronclad turrets are taking 
the place of stone ramparts. Austria is dismantling 
Josephstadt, Theresiastadt and Olmutz; the famous 
Quadrilateral is disappearing altogether from Italy, 
the question of demolishing the ramparts of Verona 
being again agitated. Ln France a Ministerial decree 
has ordained the destruction of achain of war re- 
nowned defences from Sedan to Dunkirk and Calais, 
and Germany is discussing theadvisibility of chang- 
ing the character of Coblentz, Duppel, Stettin, 
Memel and other renowned examples of the art of 
Vauban. As theresult of experiment, it is held that 
a single shell charged with guncotton is sufficient to 
destroy a whole span of a scarp; also that a rifled 
mortar of 21 centimetres can send a projectile 
through four metres, or nearly five yards, of sandy 
soil, producing a breach pearly 18 feetin diameter, 
field artillery being sufficient for this purpose. A 
gun of 155mm. (6in.) firing a shell charged with 
melinite, cau destroy a vault three feet thick; a 
stngle shot of thie kind fromarifie mortar of 220 
mm. (9 in.) is sufficient to destroy a powder maga- 
zine, as at present constructed. 








MaJsor SAVAGE, British Army, instructor in field 
fortification, in a recent lecture delivered at. 
Aldershot, pointed out that the intrenching tool 
is as necessary nowadays as the rifle, on account of 
the intensity of fire, and the infantryman cannot be 
expected to go to work heartily at field work in war 
time unless he is trained to perceive their value and 
use in peace time. Skobeleff’s men learned by aloss 
of 50 per cent. at the Green Hills that it was better 
to carry a5-pound shovel than to trust to breast- 
works of the dead bodies of their comrades or so 
much earth as could be scooped up by hands or 
mess tias. The work of the engineers should be in 
the defensive zone, and troops in attack ought to be 
equal to making their own shelter trenches. 








LIEUTENANT Purtip Reave, U.S. A., ina recent 
article in the Chicago Elite News, expresses the 
opinion that “the long range fire of infantry is not 
powerful enough to play a decisive role in war.” 








A MONUMENT to the memory of General Geo. B, 
McClellan will be erected in Philadelphia, Sept. 8, 
1889, the anniversary of the\battle of Antietam. 


THE new Secretaries of War and Navy are proving 
apt pupils in the hands of their subordinates. Al- 
though only two weeks have elapsed since they 
took hold, and much of that time bas been taken up 
in handsbaking and interviews with office seekers, 
they have already begun to master the details of 
their respective Departments. No knotty questions, 
however, have yet come up for decision but in the 
ordinary business matters they are quick to under- 
stand and prompt to act. A number of changes bave 
taken place in the business methods and surround- 
ings of the two offices. Secretary Proctor bas dis- 
pensed with the services of Major Adams, who was 
a member of Secretary Endicott's military staff, and 
who nowresumes duty in General Casey’s office, 
taking the placs vacated by Major Post. Lieu%.- 
Colonel Barr relieves as military secretary Captain 
Taylor, who, however, is still on temporary duty in 
the Secretary’s office. The office of the chief clerk 
and his assistants have been moved next to that of 
the Secretary, so that the business of the office is 
being comducted on a plan similiar to that in vogue 
in ex-Secretary Lincoln’s time. in the Navy De- 
partment, General Tracy has made no change as yet 
in the personnel of his immediate office, but bas 
changed the business methods so that the gemial Mr. 
Hogg is now chief clerk, de facto as well as de jure. 
Mr. Hogg has also received the additional title of 
“Purveyor of News,”’ General Tracy having directed 
all the members of the press to call upon him for the 
news of the Department. 








Tue back pay and bounty division of the Paymas- 
ter General’s Office, presided over by Major Larned, 
pay master, U.S. A., will in a few days be a scene of 
considerable activity. In the General Deficiency bill 
just passed provision is made for over 4,000 claims 
of volunteer officers and soldiers for back pay under 
the recent remuster and desertion laws, aggregating 
$434,000. The claimants baving already waited 
many months for their pay are making a grand rush 
upon Major Larned’s office, now that the money has 
become available. Every claimant seems anxious to 
have his case made special. This, of course, cannot 
be done, for with the present force of five clerks not 
more than sixty claimsa day can be disposed of, and 
when cases are taken up out of their regular order 
that number is materially reduced. The rule is to 
make no case special unless it is positively known 
that the claimant is in absolute want. 








AN officer sends us a letter he has prepared entie 
tled “Army Regulation 89444, Void or Valid, 
Which?’ In it be ably discusses the propriety of 
introducing before Courts-martial evidence of pre- 
vious convictions, and sums up as follows: As- 
sumivg then as true that A. R. 8941¢ has never re- 
ceived the express or implied sanction of Congress, 
the following conclusions are submitted : 

1. That the said regulation assumes to legislate. 

2. Then it attempts to make lawful a mode of 
pi ocedrre for Courts martial which was unlawful 
before. 

3. That 1t contravenes the statute law. 

4. Ergo, it should be held void. 








THE claims of naval officers for longevity pay and 
for difference between shore duty and sea duty pay 
for service on receiving ships, for which provision is 
madein the recent General Deficiency bill, aggregate 
$500,740.67, representing about 1,500 claims. The 
limitation clause inserted by the Appropriation 
Committee, the text of which was printed in last 
week's JOURNAL, Will operate to cut off many of the 
receiving ship cases. Whether it will affect the 
longevity claims is uncertain. That is a matter that 
depends upon the Comptroller’s interpretation given 
it.by the Second Comptroller,;who has not yet taken 
the matter under advisement. It will not affect 
those claims for rations in receiving ships under 
the Strong decision, the claims for which provi- 
sion is made amounting to $42,348.31. The appro- 
priation for these claims is made under the head of 
‘provisions, etc.,”’” and is not accompanied by 
avy limitation clause. 








The Court of Claims, in an opimion de- 
livered on Monday last, denied the claim of 
Robert Carrick, one of the supernumeraries 
dropped out under the famous order of Jan. 2, 1870, 
for back pay from thetimeof his discharge to the 
present date. Carrick claimed that the delay in 
issuing the order beyond the time specified by the 
act for the discharges to take effect nullified the ac- 
tion of the War Department entirely. The court 
ruled that the action of the Department was strictly 
legal. Carrick will make an appeal to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 








Harper’s Weekly, in an article on “General and 
Garrison Courts-Martial,” illustrated by Zogbaum 
in a two-page picture of acourt-martial in the field, 
refers to the present tedious method, and says: ‘It 
would seem that a system less cumbersome and irk- 





regulations could be punished summarily without 


injustice to the soldier.” Alas, many efforts have 
been made to bring about such a system, but so far 
witkout success. 








THE executors of the will of Captain Ericsson are 
chosen from among his personal friends and asso- 
ciates, and with special reference to completing his 
unfinished work. They are Wm. H. Wallace, head 
of the iron importing and commission firm of W.H. 
Wallace and Co.; Geo. H. Robiuson, the son-in-law 
and partner of the late C. H. Delemater; Mr. Eden 
Sprout, counsellor at-law, and Cornelius S. Busb- 
bell, of New Haven, whose name was substituted 
by codicil after the death of Mr. Delemater. 








MAJOR-GENERAL O. O. HowArp, commanding the 
Division of the Atlantic, was in Washington this 
week. He called upon the Secretary of War and 
the Commanding General of the Army, and, it is 
understood, discussed the contemplated changes in 
stations of artillery troops within his Division. The 
order directing the change between the 2d and 4th 
Regiments of artillery will probably make its up- 
pearance next week. The same order, it is under- 
stood, will direct the transfer of several cumpanies 
of infantry to certain of the posts to be vacated by 
the 4th Artillery, it being the purpose to distribute 
the 2d Artillery among a less number of posts when 
brought north. 





THE Board, Lieut.-Colonel Beekman Du Barry, 
Acting Commissary General of Subsistence, presid 
ent, appointed to revise the blank formsand in- 
structions now in use in the Army and to prepare a 
“Book of Forms,” convened at the War Dep:.rtment 
on Monday. After a short discussion as tu the scope 
of the work they adjourned to await the receipt of 
acopy of the new regulations. [n the meantime 
the several bureaus are preparing the necessary 
forms to be submitted for the action of the Buard. 








THE proposition to abolish Sunday dress parades 
in the Army has an earnest advocate in Secretary 
Proctor, who, 1t is expevted, will shortly issue au 
order making Sunday a day of rest in the Army. 
General Schofield, unlike his deceased predecessor, 
is favorable to the change, and Inspector-General 
Breckinridge is particularly anxious to have it 
brought about. 








NoN COMMISSIONED Candidates for commissions are 
still on the increase and Examining Boards will set 
this month at Fort Snelling, Minn.; St. Francis Bar- 
racks, Fla., and Fort Wadsworth, N. Y. [L., with 
others, possibly, to tollow.

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ERICSSON’S FUNERAL. 


Tue funeral of Ericsson was held at Trinity 
Church, New York, on Thursday noon, the services 
being conducted by Rev. Morgan Dix, D. D., the 
son of the late Gen. John A. Dix. The church was 
crowded, delegations representing various associ 
ations being present, and all of the officers from 
the Brooklyn Navy-yard who could be spared from 
duty. These were in undress uniform with over- 
coats. The pall-bearers were W. H. Wallace, Wm. 
Cc. Church, W. H. Jaques, C.S. Bushnell, E. Sprout 
William Delamater, Leander A. Bevin, C. H. Has- 
well, Alexander Pollock, T. F. Rowland, J. ©. Sar- 
gent, George Van Wagenen, ©. P. McCord, George 
E. Pond, Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll, V. F. 
Lassoe, S. W. Taylor, Dr. T. M. Markoe, H. T. 
Brown, John P. Kelley, Chief Engineer David 
Smith, U.s8. N., Chief Engineer W. W. Duncan, U. 
8S. N., Chief Engineer Chas. H. Loring, U. 8. N., and 
John P. Haskell, of London. The place of bonor iv 
the procession to Trinity was given to Manhem 
Lodge, the oldest Swedish society in the city. All 
along the streets people stood and lifted their hats. 

The remains were temporarily interred in a re- 
ceiving vault in the cemetery in East 2d street. Con- 
siderable discussion has arisen as to the proper place 
for their final interment. When Robert Fulton died 
Chancellor Livingston bad his remains placed in the 
Livingston family vault in Trinity Church yard, 
New York, and we are informed that tbey are the 
sole occupants of this vault. Assuming that the 
permission of the family could be obtained, why 
would it not be well to place the remains of £ricsson 
beside those of Fulton? The question of erecting a 
statue to Ericsson is also agitated. An excellent 
bust of him is in the possession of Hon. John O. 
Sargent, No. 28 East 35th street, New York. This 
was made by St. Gaudens, the sculptor of the Mad- 
ison square statue to Farragut, when he was a young 
man studying in Italy. A bill providing for a statue 
bas already passed toa third reading in the New 
York Assembly. 

The will of Ericsson was filed March 12. It is 
dated March 15, 1878. and all those near to him were 
rewembered, even his servants. The children of 
Anns Carolina Odhmer, the testator’s sister, receive 
$20,000. Hjalmar Ellworth, Superintendent ot the 
Swedish State Railroad, gets $15,000, and $5,000 goes 
to Commodore Axel Adlersparre; $5,000 to his wife, 
35,000 to Count Adolph Eugene von Rosen, of Stock- 
holm, Sweden; $1,500 to Ann Cassidy, the house- 
keeper ; $5,000 to Sam]. W. Taylor, his private secre- 
tary, who had been with him for 40 years; 35,000 to 
Waldemar Frederick Lassoe, $2,000 to Charles Will- 
iam MacCord, and the house No. 5 Abingdon square 
to Miss Sarab Thorn. A trust of 317,000 1s established 
for Ann Cassidy, a trust of the same amount for 
Sarah Thorn, a trust of $7,500 for Miss Mary Austin, 
another of 820.000 for Samuel W. Taylor, and still 
avotber of $20,000 for Frederick Waidemar Lassoe. 
Taylor and Lassoe are given 10 per cent. of the 
profits from the testator’s patents on expansion en- 
gives, hydraulic pumps and the solar engine and 
sun motor. The residue of the estate is to be di- 
vided among Hjalmar Ellworth and the children of 
<7 testator’s sister, Mrs. Odhmer, share and share 
alike. 

Counselor Eden Sprout, George H. Robinson, 
William Henry Wallace and Cornelius H. Delama- 
ter are named in the will as executors and trustees. 

It is doubtful whether the estate will yield enough 
to pay the bequests, unless the Government sbould 
pay the amount dueto Ericsson for 45 years, and for 
which judgment was rendered in Ericsson’s favor 
by the Court of Claims. With proper allowance for 
interest, this claim, originally $15,000, would now 
amount to over $50,000, Then thereis the Destroyer, on 
whicb the inventor expended over $50,000and which 
be offered to the Government, with the right to the 
= of all the patents connected with her, for $100,-

COURT OF CLAIMS. 


_In the case of Joseph F. Kingsley v. the United 
States, the Court of Claims, Schofield, J.. judgment 
's given in favor of the claimant for $73.30. He was 
4private of the Marine Corps who was discharged 
at the Washington Navy-yard June 4, 1887, by order 
of the Secretary of the Navy, “as unfit for Service ; 
character bad.’’ He sues to recover his retained pay 
and transportation. ‘(he Court quotes from bis re- 
cord and says: ** Whether or not this record ex- 
hibits the honest and faithful service required by 
the statute is nota question to be tried in a col- 
lateral proceeding. The forfeiture, like the dis- 
charge, should be considered and declared by the 
Court-martial or other military authorities having 
Jurisdiction in the premises. Forfeiture not having 
been so imposed, paymasters, accounting officers, 
and courts are not required to reconsider the alleged 
misconduct and add to the penalty prescribed by 
the military autborities. In passiug upon the con- 
duet of the claimant the President, acting through 
the Navy Wepartment, has not declared a forfeiture 
of retained pay and mileage, in addition to the dis- 
charge, and the court will not re-examine the re- 
cord for the purpose of imposing it now.”

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RECENT DEATHS, 


REAR ADMIRAL JOHN Lee Davis, U.S. Navy, re- 
tired, died at his residence in Washington March 12. 
He was born Sept. 3, 1825, at Carlisle, Indiana; en- 
tered the Navy as an acting midshipman, Jan 9, 
1841; became a passed midshipman in 1847, a lieuter- 
ant in 1855, a lieutenant commander in 1862, a com- 
mander in 1866, a captain in 1873, a commodore in 
1882, and rear admiral Oct. 30, 1885. In November, 
1849, Davis, with one of the boats of the Preble, 
carrying two officers and 12 men, boarded and cap- 
tured a piratical Chinese ijnuk off Macao, killing 
three of her crew and taking the rest prisoners. He 
was the executive officer of the Waterwitch in her 
engagement (Oct. 12, 1861) with the Confederate ram 
Munassas, and afterwards with a squadror off Pilot 
Town,at the mouth of the Mississippi. He commanded 
the gunboat Wissahickon in the figbts with Fort Me- 
Allister of Nov. 19, 1862, and of Jan. 27, Feb. 1 and 
Feb. 28, 1863. On March 9, 1863, off Charleston, be 
sunk the blockade runner Georgiana, and on June 
5, 1863, chased the Isaac Smith ashore off Fort Moul- 
trie, where she was destroyed. ln command of the 
ironclad Montauk he participated in all the battles 
of the summer and fall of 1863 in Charleston Harbor 
with Forts Sumter, Gregg, Moultrie and Wagner, 
aud Batteries Bee and Cumming’s Point. In com- 
mand of the Sassacus he took partin the Fort Fisher 
fights, and was recommended for promotion by Ad- 
miral Porter. After the War he was constantly em- 
ployed, either afloat or ashore, his last duty being 
on the Asiatic Squadron. He returned home in 1886 
and was retired from active service Sept. 3, 1887. 
Rear Admiral Davis was an officer of commanding 
presence aud manners, kindly and genial, and be- 
loved and respected by all who knew him. The 
funeral took place quietly from the Ebbitt House, 
March 14. Many wil) long sincerely mourn the loss 
of this distinguished Naval officer. 

The funeral of Admiral Davis took place from the 
Ebbitt House March 14. The body was buried at 
Rock Creek Church Cemetery. The funeral was 
strictly private, only the immediate members of the 
family of the deceased officer being in attendance 
in addition to the pailbearers, who were Admiral 
Porter, Vice-Admiral Rowan, Rear-Admiral Stew- 
bel, Rear-Admiral Lee, Commodore Walker and 
Lieutenant Gilmore. 


Dr. ELLwoop Harvey, who was one of the sur- 
geons attached to the U. S. Military Hospital at 
Chester, Pa., during the Rebellion, died in that city, 
where he had resided for a generation, of poeumo- 
nia on Sunday, March 3. There are many veterans 
yet living who bad the good fortune to be the re 
cipients of his great medical skill, and it will gratify 
them to know that he retaiued bis place at the head 
of his profession in Delaware County, and as one 
of the most eminent and useful citizens of Pennsyl- 
vania until the day of his death. He was a man of 
massive frame, rare intelligence, and the kindliest 
nature. Fromalong line of anvesters noted for 
honesty, industry and patriotism he inherited a leg- 
acy of virtues which made hima conspicuous per- 
son ina community of sterling men who to-day 
mourn bis loss as one most difficult to replace.

Anti-slavery, po- 
litical honesty, and science in every form found in 
him an advocate, and frauds and shams of every 
kind an implacable enemy. A huadred families 
grieve for him as for one of their own. 


ADVICEs received from San Francisco, touching 
the recent death of Rear Admiral Chandler, U.S.A., 
say: “He arrived at Hong Kong, Feb. 8, with the 
Marion, accompanied by his wifeand daughter. On 
Feb. 11 he called on the Governor, and on the way 
was seized with a fit of apoplexy. His symptoms at 
first did not seem to be serious and he finished his 
call. On returning to bis hotel he gradually lost 
consciousuess during the afternoon, and expired at 
fifteen minutes past nine P. M.’

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THE SOCIETY OF THE CINCINNATI. 


Wirds the revival of the interest in American bis- 
tory, induced undoubtedly by the several cenien 
nial celebrations of important events of the War of 
American Independence, frequent ioquiries have 
been made of the JoURNAL concerning that historic 
Order, the Soviety of the Cincinnati. 

it was originally constituted by a convention of 
the continental officers of the American Revolution 
iu their cantonments on the Hudson River, near 
New Windsor, on May 15, 1783. Each regiment and 
staff corps of the main Continental Army sent rep- 
resentatives, and the convention was presided over 
by the honorable Major-General Baron de Steuben, 
inspector general. ‘The lustitution which was then 
adopted, and which has never beeu altered, declared 
as follows: 

It having pleased the Supreme Governor of the Universe, 
in the disposition of human affairs, to cause the separation 
of the Colonies of North America from the domination of 
Great Britain, and, after a bloody conflict of eight years, to 
establish them free, independent, and sovereign States, con- 
nected by alliances, founded on reciprocal advantage, with 
some of the great princes and powers ot the earth : 

To perpetuate, therefore, as well the remembrance of thia 
vast event, as the mutual friendships which bave been 
formed under the pressure of common danger, and, in 
many instances, cemented by the blood of the parties, the 
otticers of the American Army do bereby, in the most sol- 
emo manner, associate, constitute, and combine themselves 
into one Society of Friends, to endure as long as they shall 
endure, or any of their eldest male posterity, and, in failure 
thereof, the collateral branches who may be juiged worthy 
of becoming its supporters and members, 

The officers of the American Army having generaliy been 
taken from the citizens of America, po.sess high veneration 
for the cbaracter ot that illustrious Roman, Lucius Quintius 
Cincionatus, and, beng resolved to follow his example, by 
returning to their citizenship, they tbink they may with 
propriety denominate themselves 


THE SOCIErY OF THE CINCINNATI, 


The institution then went on to declare that the 
following principles shoald form the basis of the 
society, viz.: 

An incessant attention to preserve inviolate those exalted 
rigbte and liberties of buman puture tor which they have 
fought and bled, and without which the high rank of a 
rational beiog is a curse instead of a bDiessing. 

An unalterable determination to promote and cherish, 
between the respective States, that union and pational 
honor 80 essentially necessary to their happiness, and the 
future dignity of the American empire, 

To render permanent the cordial affection subsisting 
among the officers. 

This epirit wilt dictate brotherly kindness in all things, 
and particularly extend to the most substantial acts of 
heneficence, according to the ability of the society, towards 
those officers and their families who, unfortunately, may be 
under the necessity of receiving it. 

For convenience the society waa arranged into 
Mtute societies, the general society of the order be- 
ing required to meet at leust once in every three 
years und to be composed of the general officers and 
a representation of not more than five delegates 
from each State society. The institution provided 
that— 

* Deeply impressed with asense of the generous 
assistance this country haa received from France, 
and desirous of perpetuating the friendships which 
had been formed and so happily subsisted bet ween 
the officers of the allied forces, in the prosecution of 
the wur,"’ Counts d’Estaing, de Grasse, Rochambeau 
and those who had served in the Freneh auxiliary 
or co-operating armies with the rank of colonel or 
superior rank, and those who bad served as com- 
manding officers in the French Navy on the Ameri- 
can coast should beadmitred members, 

All commissioned officers of the American Army 
who had served at least three years of the war and 
been bonorably iacharged, and all commissioned 
officers who bad been rendered supernumerary and 
honorably discharged in any one of the several re- 
ductions of the Army, irreapective of length of sar- 
vice, and all commissioned officers who were acta- 
ally in service at the definitive peace, and until dis- 
bandment, were entitled to become original mem- 
bers, Subsequently, at the first meeting, held in 
Independence Hall, Philadelphia, in May, 1784, this 
was extended to include commissioned officers of 
State wilitia or volunteers haviog been in the ser- 
vice of the United States over three years aud all 
Continental Naval officers of like service. No offi- 
cer could become an original member without con- 
tributing one month's pay, Each State society was 
permitted to bea judge of the qualifications of its 
members and to elect a limited number of honorary 
members. Thirteen State societies were constituted 
io the United States and one in France. 

The latter was duly organized with consent of 
the King ia Council, and every member's name was 
first submitted to him aud approved before Presi- 
dent General Washington issued adiploma. Ad 
miral Count d@’Estaing became president of the 
French State Society, and in 1784 sent to General 
Washington the eagle of the order set in diamonds, 
as the gift of the French Naval officers. This bas 
since been worn in succession by each President 
General, The riband is sky blue watered, edged 
with white typical of the alliance between France 
and America, The first general officers were his 
excellency General George Washington, Comman- 
der-in-chief, President General; Major Geveral 
Horatio Gates, of Virginia, Vice President General; 
Major General Hearty Knox, of Massachusetts, Sec- 
retary General; Brigadier General Otho Holland 
Williams of Maryland, Assistant Secreiary General; 
Major General Alex. MacDougall of New York, 
Treasurer General, 

Among the Presidents of the several State socie 
ties were to be found many historic games: 

Major General Jobn Sullivan of N. H.; Ben- 
jogin Lincoln, Mass.,; Nathanael Greene, R. 1.;

France tbe roll of names was peculiarly illustrious, 
and iacluded Lafayette, De Grasse, Lieut.-General 
Baron de Vioménil, and his brother the Count de 
Vioménil, who became a marshal of France, and 
Counts Alexis de Fersen avd Von “tedingk, each 
of whom eventually became Marshals of Sweden. 
The Frevch roll also included the Duke de St. 
Simon, who became a Captain General in Spain, 
aud Prince de Broghe, grandfather of the present 
Prince and Duke de Broglie, Senator of France. 
Also Marshal Berthier, Prince of Naufchatel and 
— aud Lieutenant-General the Duke de Cas- 
es. 

In the 108 years of the society’s existence several 
of its members have been called to be the Chef 
Executive of the Nation, Washington and James 
Monroe were original members and Franklin Pierce 
was a hereditary member. Major Generals Andrew 
Jackson, snd Zachary Taylor, General U.S. Grant 
and James Bocbanan and Grover Cleveland became 
honorary members; also a number ef the signers 
of tne Declaration of lndependence, early became 
honorary members, viz.: Wm. Floyd, Lewis Morris, 
Chief Justice Thomas McKean, Robert Morris, Dr. 
Benjamin Franklin and William Paca; also Charles 
Carroll of Carroliton and the great war governors 
of Connecticut and New Jersey—Jonathan Tram- 
bull and William Livingston. Deputy Paymaster- 
General Benjamin Harrison, of Va., was au onginal 
member. 

Upon Washington's decease he was succeeded as 
President-General by Major General Alexander 
Hamilton, of New York, General-in-Chief, U.S. A., 
avd he in turao, in 1805, by Major-General Charles 
Jotesworth Pinckney, of South Carolina, who was 
eucveeded at bis decease, im 1825. by his brother, 
oc Thomas Pinckney. Four years later 
Major Gen. Aaron Ogden, of New Jersey, became 
President General and in 1839 Major-Gen. Morgan 
Lewis, of New York, succeeded to the high office 
At his demise, in 184, the venerable Major William 
Popham, santnenty of the Delaware Continental 
Line, became the last Preaideut-General from the 
officers of the Revolution. Upon bis decease, at the 
age of 9% years, the Hon. Henry A. S. Dearborn, of 
Massachusetts, who had served as a brigadier- 
general commanding a militia force in U. 8. Service 
iu 1812, succeeded to the office, and after his devease 
apg Hamilton Fish became President-General 
uo . 

Of the original 18 State societies in the United 
States, those of New Hampshire, Counecticut, Dela- 
ware, Virginia, North Carolina and Georgia are 
non-existent. Congress, after the Revolution, 
violated its promise oft half-pay for life to its offi 
cers, and as nearly all were ruiaed in fortune, many 
had to take up their bounty lands in Kentucky, 
Tennessee, or Ohio, and settle there, and this fact 
influenced the dissolution of these State societies. 

Membership from anu original member descends 
to the eldest lineal male descendant at common law 
of such propositus. The hereditarily entitled av- 
plicant must, however, apply to the proper State 
society and be found worthy. Otherwise he may be 
excluded, and the next in succession taken. Such 
selection would pot, however, exclude the proper 
heir subsequently born of the eldest line on the hap- 
pening of a vavcaucy. Where there is a minor heir 
the right of succession remains iu abeyance until bis 
majority. Where the direct wale line of an origival 
member is extinct and there are descendants 
through intervening female descendants, each State 
society claims the right of selection from among 
such descendants. 

Where there are no descendants of an original 
member, then the collateral branch judged worthy 
is accepted, and the general rule in such case is to 
take the eldest direct male descendant of the eldest 
brotber of the original member, al’ bough this is not 
imperative. 

The same rules of descent apply in cases where the 
applicant’s ancestor was vot an original member, 
but was entitled to have been one or died in service, 
or was killed or mortally wounded in action. If 
auch ancestor belonged to a State Line, where the 
State society is extinct, the hereditarily entitled 
applicant can apply to au existing State society. 

As a month's pay was, by the institution, required 
from each officer of the Revolution who became an 
Oviginal mew ber, each State society makes it a con- 
dition precedent that the applicant whose ancestor 
waz not an oiiginal member shall,if admitted to 
hereditary membersbip, contribute to the perma- 
nent fund of such State society a fixed sum. This 
sum is commuted at a rate commensurate with the 
time which has elapsed since the peace of 1783, and 
the extent of the State society’s funds. 

Thus, in Massachusetts, the amount required is 
$700, and in Rhode Island, New York, New Jersey, 
and Pennsylvania, $500. The last named society is 
erecting a monument to Washiugton in Fairmount 
Park which will cost $250,000. 

The same reasons which induced the continental 
officers of the Revolutionary War to provide for the 
perpetuation of their organization by hereditary 
succession, in like manner induced the officers of 
the late War ot the Rebellion who founded the Mili- 
tary Order of the Loyal Legion of the United States 
to perp tuate their orjJer by hereditary succession. 
One order was instituted to commemorate the 
founding and establishment of the United States 
of America as au independent nation, and the other 
order was tustituted to commemorate the preserva- 
tion of that national union which the continental 
officers had fought to establish. 

Patriotism is a marked characteristic of the Cin- 
cianati, and, as the iustitution requires it, the State 
societies annually meet oa July 4, and afterwards 
the members dine together, with customary toasts 
suitable tothe day. The Rhode Island State Society 
ef the Cincinnati meets, according to act of the 
Rhode Islaad State Legislature, in the Senate Cham 
ber of the Colonial State House in Provideace or iu 
Newport. The general officers of the Society of the 
Cincinnati are:

SELECTION OF OFFICERS FOR PETACHED 
DUTY. 


A Review of this subject would lead one unsc

should be made frou: such. When tirst placed in 
the class available tor such duty, the selections 
were, of course, wore or less experimental. The 
fact that they were successful is searcely a good 
argument in favor of their exclusive right to the 
details. Wouldit be more than justice to look for 
fresh nnertan among those deserving such prefer- 
ment °

NATIONAL GUARD OFFICERS FOR THE ARMY. 


Tus following recommendation of Adjt.-General 
Drum in regard to the appointment of officers of 
the National Guard to positions io the Regular 
Arwy, is wise and should prevail. We bope it will:

The Hon. Wm. C. Endicott, Secretary of War : 


Sie: [have the honor to submit to your careful 
consideration tbe proposition that steps be taken to 
obtain the modification of so much of Section 3 of 
the Act of June 18, 1878 (an act makiug appropria- 
‘ions for the support of the Army, ete.. copy bere- 
with), as refers to the filling of vacancies in the 
Army by appointment of persons iu civillife. By 
the terms of that section, three classes of persons 
are indicated frum which appointments are to be 
made to fill vacancies: 

1. Graduates of the Military Academy, so long as 
any such rewaio in Service uuassigued ; 

2. Meritorious non-commissioned officers, and 

3. Persous in civil life. 

As an evcouragement to young men of character 
and capacity to enter the militia of the States, | beg 
to recommend that appointments in the Regular 
Army from civil life be exclusively reserved to off- 
cers of the Natiova!l Guard of the States who can 
successfully pass the prescribed wental and pbysi- 
cal examination, this competitive exaonnuation to be 
confined in each case to the officers from any ove 
State. 

lo wy first annual report, [ had the bonor to point 
out briefly the — advantages that would nevessa- 
rily flow from perfect uviformity in tbe rules and 
forms governing both the Regular Army and the mil- 
itia, and the yearly reports of inspection of militia en- 
campmeuts io the several States have clearly shown 
the steadily increasing advance that the State 
militias, with theactive encouragement and support 
of the War Department. bave made in military 
knowledge and efficiency. I cannot, therefore, re- 
sist the conviction that the measure which | bave 
the hunor to propose will prove of great benefit to 
both Services—tu the Army, iu securing it the ser 
vices of men of soldierly :ustinct and partial traino- 
ing, apa to the wilitia in offering to young officers 
of promuse the prize vf a commission in the perwan- 
ent military establishment.

CENTENNIAL PARADE. 


G. O. No. 9and 10, A. G. O., Albany, March 4 and 
6, provide that the National Guard will take part in 
the Ceatennial Celebrauon of the Lnauguration of 
the First President of the United States, in the City 
of New York, April 13 next. 

“1. Commanding officers will make requisition, 
forthwith, for whatever may be ueversary to com- 
plete the equipment cf their commands, including 
‘leggiugs,’ tor the parade. 

“2. The State uniform and equipments, as issued, 
are prescribed for this parade. loa all cases where 
changes 19 the State uniforms or equipments have 
been permitted, such permission » hereby revoked. 
Commanding officers will see tbat uniforms which 
have been changed are restored to the regulation 
pattern witbout delay. 

“3. Officers oo duty with the troops on this occa- 
sioga will be required to be provided with the over 
coat prescribed by R. 936, as amended by General 
Orders, No. 19, series of 1888. 

“4. Commanding officers of brigades will make 
requisition for the necessary transportation, blan- 
kets avd mattreeses.” 

{t is roughly estimated that the military parade, 
from present indications, will take about emht 
bours Lo pass a given point. Since our last report, 
Rhode Island bas decided to send a provisional bat- 
talion, to consist of from six to nine wfantry com- 
panies, and rheir crack Gatling battery, a total of 
about 450 men. Gov. Lee has informed the com- 
wittee that bis State will send about 500 men, taken 
from tbe different regiments by companies, and 
they will be quartered at the 7lst Regiwent armory, 
where, vo doubt, Col. Kopper will take good care 
of them, as Loth he and Col. Seward, of the 9h, 
wanted them. The division from Mississippi will 
come ov a steamer and live on it during their stay. 
The committee has received an application from 
the Wasbiugion Light lnfantry of Charleston, S. C. 
(@ regular uickel-plated organization), who will 
probably come as an escort to Gov. Ric a, of 
their State. New Jersey sends her entire National 
Guard, 3,700 men, a list of which will begiven later. 

fbe assistant marshals of the military parade are 
to be direct descendants of the marshals of the [n- 
auguration of Washington. It was not decided at 
the meeting of the committee last week whether to 
‘wll grand stand tickets or not. Those qualified to 
judge say that it would be advisable to put the 
Lickets on sale and advertise the fact, as iu giving 
them awa) 4 great many persons eutitled to tickets 
would not get them. is matter bas been left to 
the discretion of the chairman of the committee, 
Col. Cruger. 

A request bas been sent to Secretary of the Navy 
Tracy asking bim to order the cadets at the Nava! 
Academy, aod as much of the Navy as he can spare, 
to take part iu tbe parade. The Stateof New Hamp- 
shire willsend 1,000 men, aud they will be quar- 
tered in Clarendon Hall. Maryland will send a del- 
egation of some 400 men. The State of Maine has 
received no appropriation trom their Legislature to 
defray the expense of her troops, so will send none. 
The State will be represented, however, by the 
Governor und his staff. The Montgomery Ti bt 
Guard, of Boston, will join in the parade. At a 
meeting of the sub-committee, March 9, Col. Cruger 
was in the chair. 

Ou the subject of stands for the convenience of 
the comwmiuttee’s guests and the public, Col. Cruger 

resented plans and estimates for a grand stand

ney, and that it would be well if this celebrated 
battery could be represented m the Centennial 
parade. The chairman was uested to communi- 
eate with the Secretaries of War and the Navy re- 
garding the cadets at West Pointand Annapolis, 
with a view to their takiog partio the parade of 
April 30, as special escort to the President, and also 
that the request invlude that Batter; F, 4th U.S. 
Artillery, be assigned a place in the line. General 
Cochrane spoke of the sachems of Tammany Hall, 
and asked where thir place would be ia line. It 
was laid over for a later meeting. The chairman 
was requested to confer with the Mayor regarding 
a request of the citizens generally to decorate their 
houses along the line of march, and for a geveral 
illumination during the evening. 


TROOPS AT THE INAUGURATION. 


THE military critic of the Boston Sunday Herald, 
referring to the inaugural parade at Washinetoa, 
D. C., Mareh 4, says: * The appearance of the Regu- 
lar Army foot troops iv the inaugural proceszion at 
Washivgton was disappointing. They marebed in 
single ranks and were slim in numbers aod bardly 
represeated the diguity of a great Goveroment 
such as the United States. The regular light bat- 
tery and the two troops of regular cavalry were 
superb. The battalion of marines, marching com 
pany front, in two ranks, eclipsed their comrades of 
the Army. They marched and looked every ich 
soldiers. The division of Pennsylvania Natioval 
Guard was ia splendid form, and, with their kuap- 
sacks and rolled blankets, tbe men looked solid and 
formidable. The 7th New York did not compare 
with either the Penusylvania or Massachusetts 
troops as to equipment. Their white shakos and 
white cross belts worn over their overcoats gave 
them the appearance of play soldiers. Thev marched 
superbly, however, and were out in great strength. 
The 8th Massachusetts and Co. L, 6th (nfantry. of 
Saaten, were a credit to the State they repre- 
sented.” 





GENERAL GUIDES. 


AT a recent iuspection of a Philadelphia regiment 
the general guides followed the colors to the front 
at the command “To the rear, open order,’’ and 
were sent back to tbe lime of file-closers by the ad- 
jutant. This action caused a controversy among 
several officers and the subject was referred to the 
Public Ledger for a decision. A letter was addressed 
to Bvt. Brig.-Gen. J.C. Kelton, A. A. A. G. of the 
Arwy, asking foran official decision, and the follow 
ing is his auswer: 

942—A. . O.—1880.—ADJUTANT-GENERAL’S OFFICE, 
WASHINGTON, February 28, 1889.—Sir: In repiy to your let- 
ter of the Zlst instant, relative to the position of the general 
guides at inspection of battalion, | bave the honor to inform 
you that geaeral guiaes, when present. are posted as pre- 
seribed in paragraph 371, * Uptou’s [ofantry Tactics,” and, 
whea not performing specific duties, they conform to the 
movements of the file-closers of the right and left com- 
panies. There is no authority for their joining the color 
guard, Io the Regular Service guides are detailed 
Oaly for drill. At inspection they are not detailed uvless it 
be coote:npiated to have battahoa drill after the inspectiva.

This decision of the adjutant general only refers 
to the Regular Army aad to such States as Pennsyl- 
vania thas detail a duty sergeant to perform the 
duties of a general guide. Lo the State of New York 
the general guides instead of being detailed are ap- 
pointed and warrauted by the commandant of the 
regiment. They are not carried on the rolls of aay 
cow papy but are members of the non-commissioned 
staff. Act inspections they conform to the instruc- 
tious laid dowa for the nop-cum. staff. Par. 916,

THE NEW WIMBLEDON, 


Brook woop, or, as it is to be known in future, 
* Bisley Commou,”’ has been selected as the site for 
the new Wimbledon. The expense of acquiring 
Bisley is reckouved, for land at about $57,500, asd 
certain items for draivage, turfiug.and compensa- 
tion will have to be added to this; but as $32,500 can 
be borrowed on wortgage at 4 per cent., the expen- 
diture for interest will only be $1,300, or $50 a year 
more than was paid for the rgbt of user at Wim- 
biedou; and of the sum remaiorng to be raised 
already $10,000 has been prumised, and there are 
about fifty acres of land which can be resold, so 
that practically the expenditure and receipts will 
not show an appreciable divergence. The London 
and Southwestern Railway bave agreed to run spe- 
cials to cover the distance between Waterloo and 
their proposed vew Bisley stativa in forty minutes, 
the retura fare for volunicers ia uniform, or bona 
fide competitors, whether iu uniform or mufti, to 
be ls. 6d. 

The ground at Brookwood requires to be drained, 
aud those who oppose the adoption of the site 
reckon this cost by thousands, those who favor it 
by hundreds. It is admitted on all bands that the 
position of the ranges will be, so far as light is con- 
cerned, not much better, though not worse than 
that of the Wimbiedoa ranges. 

Lord Wantage said if the Council thought it de- 
sirable he proposed to write to the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, asking consent toe the oecupation of the 
Wiwbiedona ground for one more year.

A 
counterpoise carriage is a sort of carriage which, applied to 
a gun mountedin barbeite, allows it to recoil behind the 
parapet or other sbelter, and by means of a counterpoise (an 
equal weight), brings it or sts in bringing it again into 
battery aiter it bas been loaded. Under the system to be 
adopted with the battery in question the equilibrium is 80 
well adjusted in conjunction with asystem vf air pressure 
that a very slizht force applied after the recoil will restore 
the gun to its place in battery.

CAST STEEL GUNS. 


Engineering, in its issue of March 1, publishes the 
officia]) report upon the trialof the Thurlow steel 
east gun, and adds this comment: 


An examination of this report shows that while the gun 
did not burst it was permanently enlarged after only ten 
rounds, showing itself deficient iu the elastic limit so neces- 
sary to bigh-power ordnance, and, therefore, a failure. 
Whetber the gun will be accepted or notis not yet deter- 
mined, but the Navy Department to show its earnestness in 
the encouragement of experimentation will probably ac- 
cept the gun and by aseries of endurance and other tests 
get all the light possible from this one gun bearing upon the 
cast-gun problem. 

After the trial the superintendent of the Standard Com- 
pany is reported to have sail: “So far as our gua is con- 
cerned, if the Government does reject it now upon the 
grounds of expansion after the test, it will not deter us from 
making another and better gun if we can only get the Gov- 
ernment to fire it for us. The price that we may receive 
from the Government, $5,300 (£1,088), will just about cover 
the cost of manufacture of this gun.” Much D 
claimed for the cheapness of steel cast guns, but thus far 
the total cost of these guns completed bas exceeded that of 
the forged steel built-up guns of the same calibre. The 
trial of the Thurlow gun bas sbown that a gun can be made 
to stand a few rounds of 2,000 F. 8. powder, but not without 
destroying the life of the gun and very quickly developing 
permanent enlargement. ean while the forged steel built- 
up gun is * forging ” ahead to higher power, and there seems 
httle, if any chance of a custing ever reaching it. 


Does our contemporary consider it quite ingenuous 
to present a statement of the comparative cost of 
the cast and forged gun, based upon experience with 
a single experimental gun and omitting altogether 
the consideration of the costl lant required for 
forging guns? Itis estimated that the first 6-inch 
rifle ot forged steel cost our Navy Department 
double what they are now paying for guns of this 
calibre. In the same number of Engi ng, Mr. 
C. Danielson, writing from Bofors, describes the 
success of the Swedish built-up “steel cast guns,” 
and says: “From the foregoing simple facts it is 
quite evident that a cast steel gun properly manu- 
factured gives the greatest possible guarantee for 
uniformity and reliability, and 1 would be ve 
thuch surprised if the Amerivans, with their well 
known perseverance and ingenuity, should not in 
time also learn to use and appreciate the ad vantages 
attached to the method of manufacturing cast steel 
guns. [tis very probable that the great European 
powers at their large establishments for manufac- 
turiog forged steel guns will be very slow in recog- 
nizing the advantages of cast steel, but their eyes 
may be opened when their forged steel guns bave 
had an opportunity of showing their real nature or 
being tested under the conditions of actual warfare.” 

He says further: 


If by cast steel guns is understood a casting in one solid 
block, then I admit that the problem remains unsolved as to 
how such a gua would stand against a built-up forged gun; 
but if under tbe title of * cast steel guns” there should also 
be included built-up guvs of unforged solid steel, then the 
question has long ago o satisfactorily settied, as there is 
now a regular manufacture at Botors in Sweden, where 
built-up cast steel guos of 8 em., 12 cm., 15cm. and 16 cm. 
calibre, and weighing from 450 kg. to 5,000 kg., bas for sev- 
eral years beer in existence. 

Without entering into any discussion about the different 
methods of manutacture as regards forged versus cast steel 

ns, 1 beg to state as a fact that the beneficial effect of 

famering steel diminishes in the same degree as the bulk 
Of the ingot to be worked upon increases, and this to such 
an extent that with very heavy forgi it becomes practi- 
cally impossible to carry out this task in such a way that it 
can be acknowledged to insure sufficient guarantee of ob- 





taining homogeneousness and reliability, which togethe 
mainte well now, aicultes of produdior a homogoce.

failures and accidents which during the last few years have 
happened to forged steel a. 
hose who have a knowledge of the properties of steel and 

the treatment it requires will po doubt assent that a test bar 
taken from a big forged block can hardly be considered as 
a reliable representation of the block itscif, which may be 
better in one pert and worse in another, and theretore the 
Manufacturer of forged steel guns is lacking a wished for 
criterion of the real properties of his product. 

Accompanying this isa report of the trial of a 12 
om. Bofors cast steel gun. 51 rounds were fired witb 
projectiles weighing from 18 to 72 ke. and powder 
charges varying from 4.4 kg. to 7.2 kz. The medium 
pressures varied from 2,400 to 6,400 atmospheres. Be- 
sides the foregoing 51 rounds, there were fired 128 
more rounds of various charges and weights of pro- 
jectiles without any measurement of the gas pres- 
sures being wade. After these experiments were 
completed the gun was examined and did not show 
the slightest trace of scoring or other defects in the 
bore, except that the chamber beiog enlarged 0.7 
mm , which, taking into consideration the tremend 
ous pressures that the gun had been subjected to, 
was considered an exceedingly good result. 








PROGRESSIVE NAVAL SEAMANSHIP. 


PROGRESSIVE Naval Seamanusbip was the subject 
of the paper read by Comdr. CU. D. Sigsbee, U.S. N., 
at a meeting of the Naval I[nstitute on Thursday 
evening, March 7. [pn this paper he logically defined 
modern naval seamanship, and while showing the 
necessity of continuing to instruct the naval officer 
in the methods of handling vessels under sail, he set 
forth the new watter that it was necessarv to ac- 
quire in order to become a good seaman. He took 
the beadings of the various chapters of Luce’s Sea- 
maosbip and showed what might be omitted under 
each bead as obsolete, what required remodelling 
because antiquated, and what must be retained as 
necessary at the present time. He showed that 
while the use of sails aod spars were of little im- 
portance in moderu men-of-war, that the knowledge 
of bow to use them was still necessary to the naval 
officer, and that the character of seamanship had 
been changed by the change in the types of war 
vessels, requiring increased knowledge and greater 
sk1ll in the naval officer for their proper handling. 
He laid great stress upon the importance of the 
study of vaval urchitecture and construction as 
bearing upou buvyancy, stability, and endurance; 
upon rudder power, appliances for steering, etc. 
The tendency of the lecture was to show that in 
stead of seamanship being op the verge of decay, 
the naval seaman of to day stood on higher plane as 
to technical knowledge and skill than did the sailor 
of bygone days. 








ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The United Services Gazette says: “ It seems that 
the War Office have been much troubled by the 
difficulties attendant upon the selection of a maga- 
wine rifle, and, even now that the particniar inven- 
tion has been decided upon, further difficulties have 
been caused by the patents which have beeu taken 
out. It appears that the important points in which 
ths now adopted rifle is superior to its quondam 
competitors are covered by three patents, two of 
which were taken out by War Office officials. The 
company which had purchased the patent rights 
claims, so it is said, a very large royalty, but this 
the War Office demurs to, on the ground that, the 
patents having been taken out by public officers 
working presumably in their official capacity, the 
——~, eemmes have a right to use them without pay- 
ment.” 


A second all-steel armur-plate, ordered by the 
Bnitish Government from essrs. Vickers, Sons, 
and Co., Limited, of Sheffield, immediately after the 
successful trial of their first plate, was submitted to 
the customary tests on board the Nettle, at Ports- 
moutb. [n this instance the plate was made rather 
harder, to see to what extent the harduess would 
make it resist shot better. Five shots were fired, 
three howitzer and two Palliser. The Palliser shot 
were broken up, and the howitzer were driven back 
against the bulkhead. The depth of penetration 
was considerably less than in the former plate, 
whilst the cracks were not more serious. 





The Mannlicher magazine rifle is about to be 
adopted for the Belgian Army. 





The rifles ordered for the German Army at the 
Austrian rifle manufactory of Steyr are not to be 
made on the Mannlicher system, Uut upon a system 
similar toit, only simpler, which was invenred in 
Spandau. he ammunition is made with a new 
block powder, which gives very little smoke. 





The United Services Gazette makes clear the dis- 
tinction between machine aod quick-firing guns, 
which, it appears, are sometimes coulounded to- 
gether. The machine gun 1s loaded automatically 
and will fire until the reservoir is exhausted. The 
cartridges of the quick-firing gun must be inserted 
+f hand, as those ofan ordinary fowling piece are, 

ese latter are often made of large calibre, while 
none of the former as yet in service exceed 1 inch in 
calibre, and usually have the same calibre as the in- 
fantry rifle. Some of the gun making firms bave 
produce quick-firing guns as large as 70 pounders, 
and some even larger are contemplated. The largest 
quick-firing gun in the British service at present, 
however, 1s the 2.24 Hotchkiss gun for naval use. 
The cartridges for quick-firing guns are made of 
metal, and in genera! ap 3e are very lke huge 
revolver orrifie ammunition, and the empty cart- 
ridge cases are extracted automatically. 





STAFF APPOLNTMENTs. 


In relation to staff appointments a prominent 
military writer bas this to say, more particularly in 
reference to the French Army: “A manu may be 
socially very amiable and socially very accom- 
plish and therefore extremely well fitted to be- 
come the aide de-camp of a General, to manage his 
menus plaisirs, and yet not be in the least qualified 
for astaff officer in the proper sense of the word. 
So when many of these general officers were pro- 











moted, and thelr aide-de-camps carried =p.0 erage 
with them, it often placed those young in 
positions of immense im noe, often calling for 
the performance of duty which they were wholly 
incapable of performing.” And these were the 
officers to whem the planning of many of the de- 
fence systems in 1870 were intrusted, and who were 
ord to their strengtheving previous to the 
ereeet out of hostilities. Is it to be wondered at 
that little or nothing was accomplished by such ma- 
terial? And as a result of such non-accomplish- 
ment the Germans took French fortresses at the 
rate of six-and-twenty a month.

MERCHANT AND Co., of Philadelphia, are about to 
issue a work on the subject of tin roofing for the 
benefit of architects, which they have had compiled 
at considerable expense and labor by one thoroughly 
versed in the subject of tin roofing. It touches on 
different features of the subject which have hereto- 
fore never been published. While this work is issued 
purtly as an advertisement of their guaranteed 

lates, it will be found to contain very valuable iu- 

ormation. it is for distribution to those who want 
the information, though it is not their purpose to 
send it out broadcast, as it is too valuable a work iu 
itself to go iuto the waste basket. The book will be 
nicely bound and the title will be “A Tin Roof.” 
Merchant and Co. have done all in their power to 
bring about the use of a better class of material, 
and were the first to introduce plates every sheet 
stamped with the brand and thickness, and as the 
doing away with the wastere, or imperfect sbeets, 
has been the cause of great loss of profit to this con- 
cern in their determination to keep faith with the 
architectural profession, they find that ia some cases 
even leading architects are to-day simply using their 
brands as a figurehead, and are insertiug in their 
specifications not only cheaper brands than theirs, 
but brands the wasters of which can be obtained, 
and w'il be used. Consequently they have now taken 
the stand to simply ask the architect to drop their 
brands entirely, if they are to be used with inferior 
goods, as they do not care to be held responsible by 
their patrons when the roof proves inferior by 
reason of the use of cheaper material than they 
offer to the public.

Tue Army and Navy Gazette learns that there is 
ev prospect of the operation for the cure of roar- 
ing in horses, introduced by Doctor Fleming, C. B., 
Pr — Veterinary-Surgeon, being a great suc- 
cess. ven horses belo to the 5t 
and which were so badly affected as to be reported 
unfit for further service, were operated upon at 
Woolwich, and in due course sent tothe Carabiniers 
at Shorncliffe. Taey were there severely tested, 
declared cured, and are now at their duty. 
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From a new pampblet on Petroleum, entitled 
“The Coming Oil Age,’ about to be published by 
Mr. Charles Marvin, it apreara that although the 
first well was only sunk 30 yearsago, the annual 
vroduction of mineral oil now amounts to about 
2,000 million gallons in America and Russia, employs 
a fleet of nearly 150 tank steamers, circulates 
through 7,000 miles of pipe lines, and is used 1n- 
stead of coal by nearly 1,000 locomotives and steam- 
ers. 

“THe instructions that I bave received from my 
Government are to advise your Majesty to be armed 
for 1889."" These are the words that the German 
Ambassador is reported to have addressed to the 
Sultan a year or two ago, and upon which Turkey 
bas been acting ever since to the best of her prac- 
tical ability. German officers have been instruct- 
ing the Turkish troops, the uniforms huve been re- 
modelled, and now beara German aspect, and the 
drilling is entisely German. The lofantry are well 
armed with revolvers, sword-bayone(s. and Mar- 
tini-Peabody, Remington and Spencer rifles, and 
uow the Mauser rifle, of which several cases have 
already arrived, is to be supplied to them; but the 
men get no practice in shooting.

It is proposed that instead of a big cathering at 
Easter, the offcersand men of Metropolitan regi- 
ments should consent to operate, under their re- 
spective brigadiers, on the ground which they would 
severally occupy should an attack be threatened on 
London.
